Our representatives at the General 
Court. Messrs. Lothrop. Garcelon anil 
Bishop have worthily upheld the city 
of Newton in the various matters which 
have recently been acted upon. All were 
recorded on the right, but unfortunately 
unpopular side of the bill giving Span¬ 
ish War veterans, 15 per cent bonus on 
all civil service examinations. They 
were also on the right side of the prop¬ 
osition to spend nearly $100,000 for pur¬ 
chase of militia uniforms this year in¬ 
stead of apportioning that amount over 
three years. As Newton pays one fifti¬ 
eth of the state tax. ottr individual share 
of this one item is nearly §2,000. 


The speeches and discussions before 
the Civic Club this week were intensely 
interesting, alt ho on a wide range of 
topics. Dr. Spaulding gave an exceed¬ 
ingly practical talk on the reasons and 
proposed work of the coming technical 
high school. Mr. Powers made a strong 
pica against competition in telephone 
service and was in his usual happy vein. 
Mr. Whitnev told some interesting facts 
about our water system and cleverly 
avoided the question of meter rates. 
Congressman Weeks spoke strongly 
against the present criticism of public 
service corporations, particularly rail¬ 
roads. All in all it was a most instruc¬ 
tive meeting. 


We hope all our readers have seen 
Police Commissioner O'Meara’s strong 
letter in the Boston papers this week, 
urging the defeat of the bill giving 
Spanish War Veterans 15 per cent bonus 
on all civil service examinations. He 
shows clearly the effect it would have 
on the Boston police department, an ef¬ 
fect which, in a limited degree would be 
felt in Newton. Kill the bilt. 


The new ordinance prohibiting the 
throwing or placing of rubbish or waste 
in the public streets is evidently unknown 
and is certainly not enforced. Let every 
oite get into the Boston habit and re¬ 
frain from throwing old newspapers, 
banana skins, and like waste matter 
about the streets. 


Civic Club 


The spring meeting of this club, com¬ 
posed of present and past members of 
the Newton city government, was held 
at the Newton clubhouse, Newtonville, 
Tuesday evening. President Henry Bai- 
Iv was in the chair and the speakers and 
guests were Congressman John W. 
Weeks, Hoij. Samuel L. Powers, both 
members of the club, Supt. of Schools 
Spaulding and Water Commissioner J. 
C. Whitney. 

Capt. Weeks gave a most interesting 
address on Railroads referring humor¬ 
ously to the New York Central situation 
as to local trailsj»rtation and then stat¬ 
ing in his usual concise and convincing 
manner, llie railroad situation in the en¬ 
tire country. He deplored the effect the 
recent criticism on railroad manage¬ 
ment was having on well governed roads 
and the difficulty good public service cor¬ 
porations were having in consequence 
in financing large enterprises. 

Mr. Powers said he ought to have had 
the subject of railroads assigned him as 
he was president of more railway cor¬ 
porations than any man present. He 
tnoke most entertainingly on the subject 
ii'" telephones, showing the enormous 
growth in the last twenty years, assert¬ 
ing that the United States had more than 
two-thitds of the telephones of the 
world. Brookline with 1 telephone to 
each 5 inhabitants had the most tele¬ 
phones in the country. Newton had 1 
telephone to each 7 of population and 
Boston had the most telephones of any 
large city. Mr. Powers gave arguments 
against competition in the telephone bus¬ 
iness and showed how the average nrice 
of telephones had been reduced over one 
half during the past ten years. 

Dr. Spaulding -.poke on the proposed 
iu-w technical high school. Tie told of 
the great need for such a school, on ac¬ 
count of the great changes in out-of- 
school educational facilities; the need of 
some training of the hands by the pro¬ 
fessional man. the advantages to those 
in mercantile and mechanical industries. 
Training of girls to be better home mak¬ 
ers was especially emphasized by Dr. 
Ppaulding and his remarks were given 
the closest attention. 

Mr. Whitney, the Water Commission¬ 
er, told the Club about the water system 
it- possibilities for the future, and sug¬ 
gested the raising of the dam at Up¬ 
per Falls in order to increase the water 
bearing area above that point. Some in¬ 
teresting questions were ready to be ask¬ 
ed Mr. Whitney bearing on meter rent 
and water rates, but the lateness of the 
hour shut off what might have been a 
most interesting discussion. 

A light lunch followed the speaking.

The Council Meeting 


The Council of the General Federa¬ 
tion will meet June 5-6, 1907, at Nor¬ 
folk. Virginia. One session will be held 
at the Jamestown Exposition, June 6, 
having been designated as "Federation 
Day." 

Norfolk having a large and flourish¬ 
ing woman's club, and being in close 
proximity to the Jamestown Exposi¬ 
tion grounds, was unanimously chosen 
by the Council Committee as the city for 
the meeting. The matter of headquar¬ 
ters for the Council has not been fully 
settled, but it will probably be the new 
fireproof ami commodious hotel, The 
Lynhaven, which will open April 1. This 
hotel has a large assembly-room, which 
will accommodate about 500 persons. 
The morning, afternoon, and evening 
sessions of June 5 and the morning ses¬ 
sion of June 6 wil probably be held in 
this assembly-room. The last and con¬ 
cluding session of the Council will be 
held in Exposition 1 fall on the James¬ 
town Exposition grounds in the after¬ 
noon of June 6 at two o'clock. 

The function of the Council is “to 
consider and promote the interests of 
the General Federation of Women's 
Clubs.” The Board of Directors, the 
Presidents of all Federation, clubs, and 
other organizations directly federated, 
and all General Federation Secretaries 
constitute the voting body of the Coun¬ 
cil, but all club women are welcome to 
the meetings. 

The Council meetings, coming as they 
do between Biennials, arc a great stimu¬ 
lus to the work of the General Federa¬ 
tion.—the greatest organization of wo¬ 
men's interests in the world. Subjects 
of vital moment to every homemaker, 
who is our typical club woman, will be 
considered in the informal reports of the 
Standing Committees on Art, Education, 
Household Economics, Pitre Food, Civ¬ 
ics. Library Extension. Literature. For- 


A recent number of the Springfield 
Republican contains an article upon the 
women's clubs of that city. In comment¬ 
ing upon the work of these organizations 
it says: 

*‘c-ivic spirit and a high grade of cul¬ 
ture have been one of the just claims of 
Springfield for many years, and when the 
influences that have made such a claim 
possible are being sought, the women's 
clubs that exist for a serious purpose— 
and what of them does not?—must he 
given a prominent place. A I last v count 
reveals that there arc at least 20 such 
groups flourishing in the city at present, 
each of them aiming at high moral and 
intellectual culture and each approach¬ 
ing that goal by a different though par¬ 
allel route. A large majority of these 
clubs have been formed within the past 
15 years, hut few of them within the past 
five. The origin of a large number is 
found to lie in the occasional meetings 
of a few friemb* for the discussion or 
study of some congenial subject. The 
pleasure and benefit derived from these 
meetings attracted others, and soon a 
full-fledged club was boro. 

Several of tile clubs are members of 
the federations of women’s,clubs, and 
are actively interested in the work and 
aim of those federations, but a larger 
number retain their original individunl- 
itv and work along those lines which 
most anneals to them. One of the char¬ 
acteristics of these clubs, with hut few 
exceptions, is the small membership. 
This may he one of the reasons why 
there arc so many clubs, and it is prob¬ 
ably true that better work can be ac¬ 
complished by a few congenial women 
than in a large organization where there 
would he more of a tendency for the 
work to he done hy a few with a corre¬ 
sponding narrowing of the real interest 
and Ix-nfit. As a rule these clubs also 
admit of many social attractions for the 
members during the year, but in all the 
idea of*accomplishing serious work ap¬ 
pears to he uppermost. 

Among the largest of them arc the 
Teachers' Clph. the College Club and 
the Women’s Club. The latter has just 
voted to increase its membership to 200 
ami is iust completing a $25,000 chib 
house situated in the centre of the resi¬ 
dential .section of the city. Then there 
is a Travelling Club that has been jour¬ 
neying for the last seventeen years, a 
Mothers' Club which has been studying 
problems of child study aiul training 
since 1894 and this season is devoting 
itself to the public schools of the city, 
while a large number of smaller ones 
arc devoting themselves to particular 
lines of study, chiefly literary.

WASHINGTON LETTER 


Washington, D. C., April 27, 1907. 

Those who have been looking tor a 
fresh sensation can rest quite satisfied. 
They have it iu the proposition the 
President has advanced to cut otf all 
election contributions and have the le¬ 
gitimate election expenses of all parties 
paid by the national government. This 
might raise a wail front the anti-pater¬ 
nalists, for it would be paternalism of a 
sort, iu fact of the most pronounced 
sort. But it would be fair to all parties 
and it ought to result iu freeing elections 
from the taint and suspicion of money 
illegiutately used. The plan has not yet 
been put forth officially, but it has been 
talked over at the White House and the 
President is understood to be decidedly 
in favor of it. So far as the details have 
been worked out, it is that the several 
parties should be apportioned funds tor 
legitimate election expenses iu propor¬ 
tion to the vote ihat they polled at the 
last preceding similar election. This 
would keep the government disburse¬ 
ment from being all in the hands of the 
two big parties. The funds would be as 
carefully audited as any of the other dis¬ 
bursements of the government, ami not 
only would the people know where each 
dollar of the money had gone, but they 
would see to -it that election expenses 
were kept down within something like 
reasonable limits. It would settle the

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BOARD OF ALDERMEN 


In session less than ait hour. last Mon¬ 
day evening, the hoard of aldermen dis¬ 
posed of many hearings, granted import¬ 
ant street railway franchises, started an 
investigation of the Street department 
and reopened the matter of $2 per day 
for city laborers. 

President Carter was in the chair and 
those present were Aldermen Paeon, 
lfossoti. Hnrr. Cabot. Comlrin, Converse. 
I)ay. Doherty. Holmes. Jones. Lyons. 
Palmer. Stone. Underwood, Weston and 
White. 

Manv hearings were first held, no one 
appearing on the following:— 

(V X. 11. Sherman to keep and sell de¬ 
natured alcohol, 28 Lincoln street, ward 
6: Poston & Albany R. R. Co. for re 
moval of tree. Centre street, ward 6: 
Newton St. Rwy Co. fo rattachnicnts on 
Washington street, near Centre street; 
Gas Light Co. for attachments Water- 
town street; West End St. Rxvv Co. for 
cross over on Centre street, near Pearl; 
E. 11. See ton for removal of tree. Wal¬ 
tham street: Geo. F. Hickmotl to keep 
gasolene Jewett street, for concrete side¬ 
walks under betterment act on Irving¬ 
ton street and Xehoidcn mail, and on 
taking land for sewer in Murray road 
and in Wildwood avenue. 

Mr. M. C. Brush. General Manager for 
the Newton Street Railway Co. spoke 
briefly in favor of the petition of that 
Company for location across the new 
Centre street bridge. 

Mr. Percv M. Blake spoke itt opposi¬ 
tion to the petition of the Newton Street 
R.iiUvav Co. for attachments on Clyde 
and Walnut streets, saying 

I live at the corner of Clyde anil Wal¬ 
nut streets. Two or three years ago at 
mv request the Telephone Company very 
courteously and promptly removed wires 
from my premises. There is a pole at 
the corner of Clyde street, a pole that 
is referred to in this petition, that pole 
is not only unsightly but is in danger¬ 
ous shape. When the Telephone Com¬ 
pany took away its wires they adopted 
the cable method and extended the Clyde 
street wires from this pole, this pole is 
in very had condition front the weight 
of the heavy cable wires. I have no ob¬ 
jection provided the wires arc not strung 
to valuable trees, or provided they do 
ifot overhang mv land and provided the 
pole is safe. My trees arc now jeopar¬ 
dized and I object to wires going 
through my trees, and I object to that 
•pole in its present dangerous condition. 

Mayor Warren submitted a communi- ; 
•cation from the City Solicitor request¬ 
ing authority to quitclaim certain land 
011 Florence’ street to correct a former 
deed and subsequently this authority was 
.-granted. 

The Governor's proclamation of April 
27 as Arbor Day was placed on file. 

Petitions from Jacob Meilman for 
junk license, David Bronfman for junk 
license, H. Shelman for junk license, 
Wm. P, Wallace for 2 carriage licenses, 
Chas. A. Chadwick for 2 wagon licenses, 
D. F. KeaVney for wagon and liquor 
permit, and Jos. Chaple for minor’s li¬ 
cense were referred to the Public Fran¬ 
chise committee. 

Petitions of S. W. Jones et al for 
street watering on Columbus street, of 
Manta ret T. French for sewer in For¬ 
est avenue, of John Moir for sewer in 
Lee avenue and H. G. Mann et al for 
concrete sidewalks on Sewall street un¬ 
der betterment act were referred to the 
Public Works Committee. 

These petitions were granted: Waiter 
F. Sisson for a wagon license and Do¬ 
menico Guzzi for 2 wagon licenses. 

Hearings on Ma” 27 were ordered on 
the following matters: Know!ton Pack¬ 
ing Co. to locate 40 H, P. steam engine 
on Chapel street. Hough & Jones Co. to 
keep and sell denatured alcohol, 244 
Washington street. Newton Street Rail¬ 
way Co. for track extension in Nonan- 
tum square, Newton St. Rwy. Co. for 
pole location Commonwealth avenue and 
Washington street. Gas Light Co. for 
pole location Woodman road, pole loca¬ 
tions Highland avenue .and pole loca¬ 
tions Allston street, Telephone Co. to 
remove poles Winchester street, Wash¬ 
ington street and Centre street, Edward 
Mitchell to remove tree California street 
and J. \V. King to remove tree on Wal¬ 
nut street. 

Petition of the Gas Light Co. to relo¬ 
cate a pole on Centre street, ward 6 was 
granted without reference. 

On favorable report of the Committee 
on Finance, $627.1)4 was transferred 
from the Health Dept, to the Street 
Dept, for collection of ashes. 

On favorable reports of the Public 
Works Committee, $100 was granted for 
connecting the new drinking fountain in 
Newton- Centre square with the water 
supply and remove the old drinking 
fountain to a new location on Common¬ 
wealth avenue, near Lowell avenue, au¬ 
thorizing a concrete sidewalk on Belle¬ 
vue street under the betterment act; 
taking lands and authorizing sewer con¬ 
struction in Murray road and Wildwood 
avenue. 

On recommendation of the Committee 
on Rules a public hearing was ordered 
for May 27 on proposed acceptance of 
smoke nuisance act. 

Dn recommendation of the Committee 
on Public Franchises, the Telephone Co. 
was granted conduit locations in Wal¬ 
tham and Webster streets, the West End 
Street Railway Co. was granted a cross¬ 
over on Centre street, at Pearl street 
and the Newton Street Railway Co. was 
grained a relocation in Centre street, 
ward 6, over the new bridge, the pres¬ 
ent tracks in Caress and Paul streets 
to be removed. Licenses were also 
granted to C. D. Kieser to sell denatured 
alcohol at 9 Lincoln street, C. P. Nut¬ 
ting et al to run 2 power launches cm the 
Charles river, Domenico Guzzi and C. If. 
Keefe to transport liquor. James S. Troy, 
a wagon license and permit to transport 
liquor and Edward Katzman a junk li¬ 
cense. 

Leave to withdraw was granted Max 
Meilman on his petition for a junk li¬ 
cense and no further action reported on 
petition of the Newton Street Railway 
Co. for crossover in Nonantum square. 

Alderman Doherty presented the fol¬ 
lowing resolution, which was referred 
to the Committee on Finance:— 

RESOLVED that it is the sense of 
this board that all men employed as la¬ 
borers by the City of Newton in various 
departments be paid $2.00 per day, and 
that necessary steps be taken to accom¬ 
plish that result. 

Alderman Doherty spoke as follows : 

l think it would be well at this time 
to give my reasons as to presenting this 
resolution in this form. It is practically 
along the same lines as the petition 
which was presented two or three weeks 
ago. At that time the matter was con¬ 
sidered by the Board and according to 
their judgment was rejected. 


Alderman Condrin presented an order 
which was adopted, instructing the Com¬ 
mittee on Rules to investigate the ex¬ 
penditure of money to erect sheds, etc., 
nt the city stables. 

Alderman Condrin spoke as follows: 

It appears that certain alterations and 
improvements have been performed at 
the Crafts street stables and also that 
certain sheds are in process of being 
erected and mostly built at the stables j 
on Anhurndalc avenue. Now it appears 
that there is no appropriation for 
that work. That work of course was 
not under way nor thought of. nor any¬ 
thing provided for it in the annual ap¬ 
propriation order, there have not been 
any transfers from the Street Depart¬ 
ment to the Public Buildings Department 
to do that work, and l fail to sec where 
that work was done in accordance with 
the City Charter, which says that no of¬ 
ficer or hoard shall perform any work or 
make the City liable for anything that 
is not provided for in the annual appro¬ 
priation order, and also the Rules of the 
Board of Aldermen say that every rec¬ 
ommendation or communication of His 
Honor the Mayor or Board of Aider- 
men requiring the expenditure of public 
funds that is not already provided for in 
the annual appropriation order shall lie 
first referred to the Committee on Public 
Works. That has never been referred 
to the Public Works Committee, neither 
has it ever conic before this Board. 
Now I am of the opinion that the Char¬ 
ter and Rules of the Board of Aldermen 
have been violated and I think the Com¬ 
mittee on Rules, Ordinances and Legis¬ 
lation should he the proper Committee 
to look that matter up and report at the 
next meeting. 

Alderman Day extended an invitation 
to the members to attend the Bazaar to 
lie held May 15-1.8 on the Claflin estate 
under the auspices of the Newton Fed¬ 
eration of Women's Clubs. 

And at 8. 45 P. M. the board adjourn¬ 
ed to May 27th. 


Annual Dinner 

A large and enthusiastic gathering at¬ 
tended the annual dinner and meeting #>f 
the Newton Young Men’s Christian As¬ 
sociation last Monday everting at the As¬ 
sociation rooms in Eliot Hall. 

The dinner was served at 6.30 o'clock 
Rev. Geo. S. Butters, D. D., of the New- 
tou Methodist church offering grace. 

After the good things had been dis¬ 
posed of, to music by an orchestra in 
charge of Mr. George King, Vice Presi¬ 
dent Allan C. Emery opened the formal 
proceedings. The special guests of the 
Association were Rev. H. Grant Person, 
the new pastor of Eliot church and Mr. 
Franklin W. Ganse of West Newton, 
a new; director of the Association. The 
speaking was of a high order and held 
the close attention of all. 

The much prized "Ns" were presented 
by Frederick D. Fuller, chairman of the 
physical work committee, to J. Ward, A. 
MacRae, J. Gaw, C. V. Moore, J. Allen, 
S. Craig, G. Doyle, V. Jacobs, P. Mor¬ 
ton, L. Bruce and W. Chase of the track 
team and W. Wharton, W. Day, W. 
Chase, W, Hanson, J. Bartley, C. How¬ 
ard, C. Gaffney, A. Haskell and L. Nel¬ 
son of the base-ball team. 

Members of the basketball teams to 
receive sweaters for exceptional play¬ 
ing were N. Porter, E. Johnson, W. 
Zeigler. A. Wilson, V. Jacobs, G. Wil¬ 
son and G. C.oggin of the first team and 
W. Connor, S. Chant, S. Bryant and W. 
Hanson of the second team. 

With a large number of the active 
members voting the following directors 
were elected: W. H. Short, Walter R. 
Secord, C. L, Ellison. Edwin O. Childs, 
Jr., Frederick D. Fuller. S. M. Say ford, 
D. Fletcher Barber, William E. Litch¬ 
field. T. W. Lockwood, J. W. Blaisdell, 
A. C. Emery, J. R. W. Shapleigh, 
Franklin W. Ganse and C. V. Moore. 
Retiring into private session the direc¬ 
tors then chose S. M. Sayford, president, 
Allan C. Emery, vice president, J, W. 
Blaisdell, trasurer and C. V. Moore, 
clerk. 

The annual report of Mr. H. W. Bas- 
com, tiie secretary, was as follows:— 
Annual Report of the New ton Associa¬ 
tion for the year ending 
May 1st, 1907. * 

In making up this annual report I’ve 
been thinking of the large number of 
men and boys who have had a share in 
this year’s work. More than 500. There 
is not a man here tonight who has not 
contributed of his time or money or both 
to make a success of this work. It is 
because so many people arc interested 
that I can report to you a successful sea¬ 
son. 

First let us notice what the boys have 
done for their department. 

The membership has increased from 
159 to 209. While the membership has 
increased rapidly a high standard of 
character has been maintained. Our 
junior members have caught the spirit of 
service for the other fellow which is the 
true Association Spirit. 

With 209 boys in the membership you 
can imagine there are lively times in this 
building even if uo more than half of 
them arc here at one time. Do you 
doubt that 100 strong healthy boys of 
various ages can keep three men and 
several toys busy looking after their 
wants? A business man coming into 
the rooms one afternoon remarked, 
"’i'llis place is like a bee hive.” Yes it is 
like a toe hive and some times I think 
the Rees arc swarming all the times. 

Here is the record of their work. 

Fifty-two boys have enrolled in 7 Bi¬ 
ble cluhs. The average attendance has 
been 34. Three of the leaders of these 
clubs are members of the Junior depart¬ 
ment. The social life of these clubs is 
shown in their “feeds" and socials. 

On Sunday the older and younger 
toys met together for 16 meetings with 
an average attendance of 44 but for the 
Iasi 11 Sundays the younger toys have 
had a separate meeting. Messrs. Ellison 
and Childs have spoken to the younger 
toys on alternate Sundays while the 
older hoys meeting has been under the 
leadership of Mr. Ward. Frank Mijcy 
a member of the department has obtain¬ 
ed the speakers for this meeting and 
through his efforts the boys have had an 
opportunity to hear some splendid men. 
Dividing the meeting has resulted in a 
larger attendance, 

Nearly 100 boys have stood in the 
meetings and thus signified that they 
wanted to live belter lives. From this 
number there have been 20 whose lives 
have been changed by this decision. 
Others of this 100 were already Chris¬ 
tians and standing up helped them to be 
better Christians. Twelve toys have 
joined the churches as a result of the in¬ 
fluence of meetings and men of the As¬ 
sociation 

One of the best bands among the boys 
is the personal workers band of 5 toys 
who meet together once a week to pray 


for and to study how to win their fel¬ 
lows to the Christian Life. 

Another group of boys forms the so¬ 
cial committee. Three socials or enter¬ 
tainments were arranged by them and 
$30.00 was raised for the boy’s rooms at 
the calendar sale. Another group of 
•hoys looks after the giving out and 
prompt return of games. The Ther¬ 
mometer in the reception room records 
the work of another group. This money 
raised by the boys for the extension of 
Association work in our state, our na¬ 
tion, and in foreign lands is given in 
very small amounts—2 cents a week. 
About $20.00 xvas raised this year. 

The chairman of these groups or com¬ 
mittees meet together in a cabinet which 
corresponds in many ways to the Board 
of Directors for the Association. 

The Gymnasium is the star attraction 
for the boys. Two classes per week have 
been held for toys 10-12 years of age, 
three classes for toys 12-14 years, and 
three classes for hoys 14-18 years. The 
enrollment in the three classes is 144. 
These hoys under Mr, La Rose’s direc¬ 
tion gave a fine gymnastic exhibition. 
Nearly 200 people came out to see them. 

One of the best features of the physi¬ 
cal work is the splendid group of 15 
picked toys who have acted as leaders. 
They received special instruction from 
Mr. LaRosc and assisted him in leading 
classes and in his absence took entire 
charge of his class work. 

1 think wc have reason to he proud of 
the leaders squad of the hoy’s depart¬ 
ment. Their work should he classed 
above that of any representative team. 

The Junior Department of the Asso¬ 
ciation was represented by two base ball i 
and two basket ball teams. In base ball 
the Junior team did the best work, in 
basket ball the Intermediate team ex¬ 
celled. This intermediate team lost only 
one game during the season. 

Two outside teams, the Watertown 
High School and the Bigelow School of 
Newton, used the gymnasium for their 
games. Every boy on both teams joined 
the Association. 

About thirty of our members spent 
from two to six weeks at the Y. \1. C 
A. camp in the beautiful Berkshire*. 
All reported a fine time and as a result 
of their skill in athletics brought home 
a prize cup for the year 1907. 

Mr. C. L. Ellison is chairman of the 
boy’s work of the Association. The de¬ 
partment is larger and the quality of 
work done for and by the boys is better 
than ever before. 

'the membership of the senior depart¬ 
ment has increased from 169. to 195. If 
wc include the men who give but do 
not use the privileges xve would have a 
total of over 300 men who arc interested 
in the work of the Association. 

Last year 125 men gave $4000,00, Be¬ 
cause of their generosity the boys and 
young men got membership privileges 
for $4.00 and $8.00 which would other¬ 
wise cost them nearly twice as much. 
No Association is self-supporting and the 
Newton Association is most fortunate 
in having loyal givers but the rank and 
file of our membership arc not doing as

much in proportion as they ought for 
tlte advancement of our work. There 
has been improvement each year for 
four years, The members now give 
$3000.00 each year, Four years ago it 
was only $757.00, Still we arc behind 
many Associations in this respect. 

The religions work under the leader¬ 
ship of Mr. F. P. Cushman lias grown 
during rhe year. About 25 men have at¬ 
tended the Monday evening meeting. 
For two months Mr. Cushman conduct¬ 
ed this meeting in an original way of 
his <>wn which was especially interest¬ 
ing to younger men. For the balance of 
the year splendid addresses xvere given 
by ministers and laymen, A scries of 
three talks by our president. Mr. S. M. 
Sayford, were much enjoyed. 

At six o'clock each Monday evening 
12 young men meet around the tea table 
to discuss some phase of religious work. 
Each member of this club, but one, 
teaches a Bible class. 

Last fall about 25 teachers in Newton 
Sunday Schools attended a scries of 
lectures hv Mr. II. W. Gibson. This 
course for teachers has been *»ivcn two 
years and has proved very popular and 
helpful. 


Dr. F. N. Seeley of Springfield gave 
iwo notable addresses on "Character 
Building” and "Know Thyself." 

The special meetings held Christmas 
week for boys and young men were a 
big success. Large numbers attended 
and Mr. Hamilton won his way into all 
our hearts. Many of our young men and 
to vs can look back to Christmas week 
1906 as the time when they ~ot a new 
conception of life. 

Harold Moore has raised a large sum 
of money for the extension of Associa¬ 
tion work in foreign lands. 

The social committee under Mr. 
Childs’ leadership have given two enter¬ 
tainments to audiences of men. The fa¬ 
mous Breach of Promise case caused lots 
of fun and added a neat sum to the 
treasury. One of the best social times 
was that enjoyed by the business men on 
the occasion of their annual volley ball 
game with the Intermediates. The busi- 
ncs men won as usual and about 60 of 
their lady friends, wives and sweethearts 
came out to see them do it. The social

The ladies of Newton concentrate 
their efforts next week in the Bazaar 
on the Clailin estate for ihe benefit of 
the Ciatlin Field Fund. Their program 
i> most ambitious and their perform¬ 
ance bids fair to be the most pretentious 
work of the kind ever given in litis city. 
The attractions which they will present 
are both interesting and instructive and 
tlie Colonial Reception, the Colonial 
Concert, Governor's Night, and other 
head liners on the program arc eagerly 
awaited. 

We invite attention to a review of 
the Bazaar magazine "The Mirror of 
Newton-Ppst and Present" which is 
printed elsewhere and commend to our 
readers the closing words of its editorial 
— "These are our reasons—to stimulate 
the spirit of devotion to the city of our 
birth or choice: to try to give our friends 
somethiiic which is worth while con¬ 
cerning Newton’s past and present; to 
help lay deep the foundations for love 
of city: to picture the Newton of 1907; 
and to pass on to posterity the message 
that we must keep our Mirror clear and 
"bright by giving to life the best that we 
Slave, that the best may come back to us.” 


The revival of the matter of $2 per 
day for city laborers is most ill advised, 
and will certainly come to grief. The 
Graphic thoroly believes that first class 
laborers should be paid two dollars a 
day, and is also of the opinion that a 
■majority of the board of aldermen are 
in sympathy with that view. On the 
other hand the board will not consent 
to establish the precedent that every 
laborer employed by the city is worth 
that sum. and until some measure can 
be framed which will separate the bet¬ 
ter men from their less able fellows, the 
less agitation, the better. At the pres¬ 
ent time with the appropriations all 
-made for the current year, the mayor 
will not take the initative and the aider- 
men have thus far refused to directly or 
indirectly advise the mayor on this par¬ 
ticular subject. Two dollars a day will 
certainly fall to the ground unless one 
side or the other recedes from its pres¬ 
ent position, and it is possible that the 
whole subject will go over till fall when 
the appropriations for 1908 will be made 
up 


The Graphic intends to assist in the 
good work now under way for the Claf- 
liu Field Fund and during the Bazaar, 
opportunity will be given to receive new 
subscriptions, at $2 per year, of which 
one dollar will be given to the Claflin 
Fund. We trust that many will take 
advantage of this splendid offer to as¬ 
sist in the good work to obtain a civic 
centre and at the same time become one 
of our regular readers.

More persons used the gymnasium this 
year than ever before, 117,000 being the 
aggregate attendance. 224 men and boys 
were enrolled in classes. 

The Association was represented by a 
base ball team of which Wm. Wharton 
was captain, a first and second basket 
hall team of which Newton Porter and 
Walter Connors were captains, a track 
team of which C. V. Moore was captain 
and two relay teams. 

'the base ball team won 11 out of 16 
games, the best game being with the 
Page Class a 8-7 victory. The first bas¬ 
ket ball team won 14 out of 21 games. 
The best games were victories over Bos¬ 
ton and Brockton. The second team 
won 14 out of 18 games. The best 
games being with Reading and Lynn. 
The Yale game was the feature of the 
basket ball season. 300 people crowded 
into the Gymnasium to see Yale win. 
The first team claims the Y. M. C. A. 
championship of the state by virtue of its 
victory over Springfield. 

The Y. M. C. A. State meet was won 
by Newton for the third consecutive 
time, P. Morton, MacRae, T acobs, Allen, 
and Craig were the point winners for 
Newton. 

Mr. John J. Cody, Jr., won the Waitt 
'i rophy meet for the year 1907. Mr. 
Cody made 100 points more than the 
winner last year. 

The following records were broken 
during the year: shot put and standing 
high by Cody and the 150-yard dash by- 
P. Morton. 

Under the auspices of the Association 
two very successful Sunday School ath¬ 
letic meets were held. The out door 
meet had 177 different men and boys 
competing and the indoor meet 104. Two 
handicap meets were held among our 
members during the year. 

Class work for young men has been 
carried on three evenings each week. 
The best class of the vent has been the 
Business men’s class. This class is com- 
poed of 25 business and professional 
men and meets twice a week. The feat¬ 
ures of this class arc volley ball and set¬ 
ting up drills. 

The •' , ’>'sical department is indebted 
to Dr. M. E. Gleason, our medical ex¬ 
aminer. for his interest aud aid in the 
development of the work. 

In nianv associations educational work 
is the most important of any. With our 
fine svstem of public schools and librar¬ 
ies there is not a large field for educa¬ 
tional work in the Newton Association. 
We try to supply any real need along 
educational lines and so have conducted 
classes in mechanical drawing and in 
first aid to the injured. Mr. A. L. Bab¬ 
bitt lias conducted our drawing class and 
Dr. M. E. Gleason the class in first aid. 

Two educational clubs, camera and 
chess, have a membership of 30. Under 
the auspices of the camera club an ex¬ 
cellent exhibitions of vacation pictures 
was given. A team from the chess club 
composed of Messrs. Weston, Gilfether, 
atanton, Ringrose, Guthrie and Chand¬ 
ler represented the Association in the 
Metropolitan Chess League. 

Nearly 100 women are interested in 
the work of the Association. They give 
liberally to support the work and 
through their organization, the Auxili¬ 
ary. many departments of the work are 
helped but they are especially interested 
in the boy’s work. $300.00 has been 
given towards boy’s work, several boys 
have been sent to summer camps aud 
through their efforts the rooms were 
made more attractive. 

Briefly 1 have told you of the activities 
of the members of this Association dur¬ 
ing the year. Some present have work¬ 
ed hard for the success of our organiza¬ 
tion. 1 could mention two or three 
men whose connection with our work is 
almost an absolute necessity. Are you 
satisfied with your part? If you should 
drop out of the membership would you 
lie missed? Do you ride or do you get 
out and push sometimes. 

These are important questions because 
the success of our work depends on the 
cooperation of each member. 

Take it in membership work. Certain 
members are especially interested in in¬ 
creasing tlie membership of the Associ¬ 
ation. They may speak to their friends 
alnmt joining and the- niav bring 6 or 8 
men apiece into the membership but 
they can touch comparatively few but if 
everv member would speak to his friends 
and get ottlv one new member what an 
increase m membership there would be. 

Then take athletics or base ball or 
liaskct ball, not everv man has the abil¬ 
ity to make the teams or has the time 
to trv for them. But those of us whose 
special Hue does not liappeu to be bas¬ 


ket ball or base bait can help the teams 
to win by our loyalty by attending games 
and interesting men who are fond of 
those things in our base ball or basket 
ball teams. 

Arc you an all around Association | 
man? Are you interested in every phase 
of our manysided work. If you are in¬ 
terested in the gymnasium docs the suc¬ 
cess of the Monday night meeting inter¬ 
est you? Do you care how the chess 
team comes out in their matches? Do 
you cure whether the boy's work is a 
success or whether the finance commit¬ 
tee has hard sleding to get money to run 
the Association? 

VVc don’t want specialists in this As¬ 
sociation we want well rounded men in- 
tertsted in all kinds of work. 

The one thing that wc must do this 
coinin'- year is to co-oocrate with each 
other. That feature of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association must not be lost 
sight of. 

Not long ago the board of directors 
appointed a committee to look up the 
advisability of starting a building move- 
mem in the near future. Just now they 
are seeking the advice of prominent 
men in regard to this matter. Some time 
before long I hope the question of what 
you will do for a new building will be 
put up to you. Then this spirit of co¬ 
operation which 1 have .asked you to 
carry out and which has been shown by 
so many of you will count for big things. 

Don’t you think that the fact that we 
have 125 or more loyal men and women 
who annaully give $4000 to carry on this 
work will count in our plans for a new 
building? Don’t you think that the fact 
that our membership lias grown from 
218 May 1st. 1904. to 404 Mav 1st. 1907. 
will have something to do with getting a 
new building? Don’t you thing that the 
•fact, that so ninny men am! hoys now 
enjoy our gymnasium, will help in the 
decision for a new building? 

Do you know that in four years 28 
men and boys have joined the church 
and more than 60 have decided to live 
Christian lives because of the influence 
of this Association. Will that work have 
no place in determining whether this 
Association is worthv of a permanent 
home? Will the fact that hundreds of 
young men have found recreation and 
health and the means of building up their 
bodies not count in this decision? 

1 tell vou it all counts and therefore 
I plead for a spirit of co-operation from 
every one here tonight to make this 
work a big success next year so that all 
will feel that the Newton Association is 
worthy of a permanent home.

Moth Work 


The recent annual report of A. If. 
Kirkland, Superintendent of the work of 
exterminating mollis, contains the fol¬ 
lowing extract regarding Newton: 

The work against the gypsy and 
brown-tail moths in this city has been 
carried on in a very satis factory manner 
during the season, and has been well sup¬ 
ported by the local authorities. It is to 
be regretted that more burlap was not 
used during the summer months, but we 
have assurances that another season will 
see a general hurlappiug campaign over 
the city. I 11 the sections where the bur¬ 
lap was used and in those where it is 
possible to make a thorough cleaning of 
the trees in the winter months the con¬ 
ditions arc greatly improved over those 
of 1605. in other sections ot the city, 
particularly in the woodlands, there has 
liven a large increase in the numbers of 
the gypsy moth, the cotonv on Parker 
street’living the most important infesta¬ 
tion. The work of clearing the city 
trees of moth nests was begun early in 
November, and is living vigorously pros¬ 
ecuted. 

Next season’s work should include the 
liberal u«o of the burlap, and a large 
amount of spraying will also be neces¬ 
sary. 

The gvpsv moth lias become well es¬ 
tablished in Newton, and much careful 
and thorough work will be necessary to 
hold it in check.

The House has wisely decided that the 
proposed new bath house at Salisbury 
teach is not to be constructed at the ex¬ 
pense of the state. The state tax is 
looming large enough now without any 
features of a strictly local nature.

A number of baby-carriages and high- 
•chairs are much needed at the Nonantum 
Day Nursery. 

It is believed that there are many peo¬ 
ple, possesing, but not at present using 
these articles, who would gladly donate 
them to supply this need, were they 
made aware of it. 

The Nursery is caring for from thirty 
to thirty-six children, daily, of which 
•number from five to eight are infants. 

So restricted are the present accom¬ 
modations, that, for their daily naps, two 
children have to be put in each crib, 
while the babies take their naps when¬ 
ever and wherever a place is available. 
Were there baby-carriages enough, the 
babes could, in fair weather, take all 
their naps out of doors. 

Many of the little tots could be kept 
happy during their waking hours could 
they sit in high-chairs from which safe 
vantage point, they could enjoy the play 
of the older children.

arc down and out often visits the great 
prison in Auburn, N. Y. 

Not long ago lie conducted a service 
iu that institution on Sunday morning. 

At the close of the service he asked 
if there were any present who would like 
to shake off thc'oltl life ami make a new 
start in right living, and several men 
stood up. 

"During all the service,” said un¬ 
friend. "I had my eve on a young fellow 
who was playing in the prison orchestra. 

He looked differently from the other fel¬ 
lows. lie had a tine face. He seemed 
a different brand.” 

1 wanted him to stand up—lie seemed 
interested, but iic didn't move. 

After the service my friend went up 
to him and spoke kindly to him, “\oung 
man, your face is familiar.’’ 

The young man called my friend by 
name, and said, "Mr. Blank,^ I know 
you. I’ve heard you before. You spoke 
one evening at my church at home, My 
folks don't know where I am, and l‘m 
in here tor 15 years.” 

A young mail from a good home, and 
from a church as good as Eliot. 

Friends, if the facts were known, I 
think that we would find that the most 
common and dangerous crimes of today 
arc being committed by men who had 
“good homes,” 

* * * 

The Association and the Boys' Clubs 
of our city are the best places for young 
men from good homes or bad homes to 
spend their spare time—for at these 
places an opportunity is afforded to study 
the young lellows, to guide them through 
their temptations, and counteract the in¬ 
fluences which surround them in worse 
places and oti the street. 

A young man came from a good home, 
and went to college. His father thought 
he was all right, hut his father didn’t 
know him. 

He had formed bad habits and 
throughout his college course he flew his 
kite wide and high. At the time of his 
graduation the world owed him nothing 
of a good time. He had had it all. He 
started in business in a western city. 
Good influences came into his life—As¬ 
sociation influences—church influences. 
He became a Christian. In a few years 
typhoid fever laid him low. 

His father was summoned, and the 
physicians shook their heads and said. I 
“No hope.” The father went into the 
hospital to sec his son, who said to him, 
“It's all over. I'm going.” 

His father said to him, “Jack, are you 
afraid to die?” 

The young man answered, “No, father. 
I’m not afraid to die, but I'm ashamed 
to after the way I lived in college.’’ 

“Men and Women.” The Young 
Men's Christian Association renders a 
great service when it so guides young 
life at the beginning that there’ll be few¬ 
er regrets at the end. 

This briefly, is the work that our As¬ 
sociation is doing. And we arc simply 
carrying out the work which men like 
Lewis Chase, and Charles E. Eddy, 
and George S. Harwood and men of that 
stamp .began. 

They planted—we water—God gives 
the increase. 

We Eliot young men stay in the work 
because we see the good that the Asso¬ 
ciation is doing; but other motives 
prompt us too. 

We believe that if Lewson Chase is 
worthy of an Echo Organ in this meet¬ 
ing house, he is worthy of having young 
men from this church come forward and 
sustain the work of that Association to 
which he gave so much of his life. 

We believe that if Charles E. Eddy is 
worthy of a Baptismal Font at this altar, 
he is worthy of having the young men 
in this church, whom he inspired and 
whose lives he touched, come forward 
and see to it that the work which he be¬ 
gan doesn’t lag for want of workers. 

Friends, we’ll help carry on the work, 
if you’ll provide the funds. 

And in judging us, judge us by our 
best. That's the way you judge your 
horses: that's the way to judge your in¬ 
stitutions and your fellow men. 

It is sometimes hard to tabulate our 
progress and to figure up the exact 
amount of good the Association does in 
this city. 

It is hard to put one's finger on all the 
good our churches do. 

It is a peculiar work. A Merchant 
can look over his ledger at the close of 
his business year, lie can balance his 
books and estimate the headway and the 
progress which his enterprise has made. 

A farmer at the close of the season 
can easily tell whether he is making ad¬ 
vances or running behind. 

In almost every occupation a man 
can figure exactly his profit and his loss. 

A minister is in a different position. 
He never can tell the good his church is 
doing unless the people tell him when 
lie helps them. 

You can never fully estimate the good 
that a church or a Young Men’s Chris¬ 
tian Association or a boy’s Club really 
does.

To the Editor of the Graphic; 

Having returned to take up my per¬ 
manent residence in West Newton after 
an absence of many years in the West 
and Mexico may I be permitted to rail 
attention to one matter of retrogression 
that is in glaring contrast to the v<gy 
great improvements in streets, parks, 
and private places that have in recent 
years transformed the village into the 
beautiful urban city of Newton. I refer 
to the disgraceful equipment and ser¬ 
vice of the Boston & Albany road which 
is strikingly inferior not only to that of 
western and southern railroads but to 
that which we used to have here. Who 
does not remember the bright clean cars 
what boy of thirty years ago does not 
remember the old locomotives that were 
"things of beauty and joys forever”— 
the "William Bliss”, the "D, W. Lincoln” 
and the “Nathan Hale" with glistening 
brass and stripes of bright red paint on 
the t black. Even the old freight engines. 
Ajax". "Vulcan”, “Nero” and "Hero’ 
were models oi their kind. In contrast 
to these we now have clanking, dilapi¬ 
dated, leaking engines that have served 
normal life-timts presumably in the coal 
fields of Pennsylvania, and ears that 
would not be offered for Jim Crow ser¬ 
vice in the south. But what is worse 
than all is the substitution of soft coal, 
and the poorest grade at that, for the 
anthracite that gave scarcely any smoke 
at all in days gone by. I am amazed 
that the men of Newton—men who are 
proud of the valor and chivalry oi their 
New England ancestry—should them¬ 
selves be so degenerate as to tamely sub¬ 
mit to being packed in these dingy cars 
for a half hour twice daily and made to 
breathe—their wives and daughters 
made to breathe—the all pervading 
smoke. It is positively indecent and 
could Ik; corrected in short order were 
it not the complacency that has sup 
planted old time public spirit. Every¬ 
one knows, of course, how the state wa* 
betrayed when it came into the birth¬ 
right Unit was wisely provided by our 
statesmen of a generation ago—how the 
golden opportunity for state ownership 
was lost and sold to the New York Cen¬ 
tral people for a mess of pottage. But 
there is no reason fur submitting to has 
ing the bad bargain rubbed in as it is 
now ami 1 believe that our representa¬ 
tives at Boston ought to be requested to 
secure immediate relief from the -moke 
nuisance and proper equipment without 
delay.

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Governor’s Night 
At the Bazaar 


Governor'* Night at the Federation 
liaznar on ClnlHii Kidd was a brilliant 
succors. Congressman Weeks was in 
charge and lie secured not only His Ex¬ 
cellence C>ovcrnor Guild, hut lour of the 
live living ex-governors, only cx-gov- 
ernor Douglas. beiiiR absent from the 
occasion. 

Previous to the speaking in the large 
tent on the Clarlin lawn, the distinguish¬ 
ed guc.-ts were entertained at dinner at 
the Newton clubhouse by Captain Weeks 
and the gentlemen of tile committee in 
chsrge oi that portion of the festival. 
Those present beside Congressman 
Weeks and Governor Guild, wore Sena¬ 
tor and ex-governor \Y. Murray Crane. 

I loti. John L>. Long. lion. J. Q. A. 
Brackett. Hon. John L. Bates. Hon. A. 

R, Weed. Rev W. E. 1 luiitington. D. IX, 
the only person present not a member 
oi the Committee. Alderman Frank A. 
Day, Hon. Seward W. Jones, Robert 

S. Gorham, Frank J. Hale. Arthur C. 
Farley. Henry Whitmore. Cltas. E. Hat- 
held. William M. Flanders. Clias. S. 
Dennison and Cltas. E, Kelscv. 

The party were escorted to the Chitlin 
estate trom the clubhouse by the Clafliu 
Guards, and were received with many 
red tires and a salute of bombs. 

Inside the tent while the crowd was 
slowly gathering, a chorus of school pu- 
p: - under the leadership of Mr. Hor¬ 
ace Walton saint the Star Spangled 
Banner, the Battle hymn of the Kepub- 
.... .ne c'wannee River, and were 
followed by the band. 

Congressman Weeks presided and 
spoke as follows: 

We arc gathered on this historic es¬ 
tate to dedicate ourselves to the comple¬ 
tion of a great and unique public enterprise, 
and incidentally to dedicate our neigh¬ 
bors and frieuds to the same purpose, if 
they are not present. After the thor¬ 
ough publicity which has been given this 
project, it seems hardly necessary to al¬ 
lude to its character, yet there may be 
those who do not understand or appre¬ 
ciate its full significance. 

The City of Newton has located its 
High School, one of the best, materially 
speaking, in the Commonwealth, and, l 
say it with proper pride. 1 believe second 
to* none in the results which are being 
obtained from its curriculum, adjoining 
this estate, a location very near the geo¬ 
graphical centre of the sixteen square 
miles which are included within our city 
limits. The lot oti which the High 
School building stands is limited in 
area, so that it can only lie used for the 
buildings now standing on it. Modern 
conditions require manual training 
schools, public bath houses, gymnasiums 
and extensive playgrounds. The demand 
for these facilities has become acute, 
and. at the same time, owing to the death 
of its late owner and last occupant, cx- 
Governor William Claflin, this estate is 
offered for sale. If it were divided into 
-mall lots and built on. a process which 
its central location would soon complete, 
it would be necessary to provide loca¬ 
tions for the purposes to which 1 have 
referred at considerable distances from 
the nresent High School building, and 
the consequent inconvenience 
children for all time to come. There¬ 
fore it becomes desirable to liny this es¬ 
tate. and it became necessary to act 
quickly. It is a natural question to ask 
"Why does not the city do what seems 
so desirable but the reply, and it is 
conclusive in this instance, is that the 
city has expended so much money for 
various municipal improvements, includ¬ 
ing water supply, sewers, separation of 
grade crossings, the development of 
1>oulevards and the building of school 
houses, that it is uncomfortably near its 
debt limits, and in this emergency a few 
public spirited men obtained an option 
on this property and have undertaken 
to raise the money to pay for it. They 
might have failed in this if there had 
not come to their relief several hun¬ 
dred public spirited women who have 
arranged this Festival and propose to 
see the purchase carried to a successful 
conclusion. There should not now be 
any donlit of this result. If the city 
bought the land we would all have topav 
for it, Intt it would be a conscription, 
and would have furnished an additional 
excuse to complain of our tax bills. W« 
are attempting to bring about this result 
in a better way by giving every citizen 
an opportunity to assist in this purchase I 
voluntarily. All will admit that the pur- 
pu*e is a good one, that tile location is 
the best obtainable, that the estate, which 
ha- so long been the home of those who 
have devoted their efforts in behalf of 
the public, should continue to be occu¬ 
pied by those who are to make up the 
best of our public in all llie year* to 
come It should be considered a privi¬ 
lege to assist in such an undertaking 
It people really took to heart the Scrip¬ 
tural injunction that “it is more blessed 
to give than receive.” there would be a 
mild -tamperle to deposit the necessary 
funds with the Treasurer of this enter¬ 
prise. Giving, in itself, i- in a sense a 
habit. Newton people are as ready lo 
give for public purposes as those of any 
community within this Commonwealth, 
but that does not mean all Newton peo¬ 
ple It simply means those who have 
acquired the habit in years past. Gener¬ 
ally -peaking, such people have respond 
rd. ami now it rets with those who arc 
mu in the habit of contributing to public 
ptirpo-e- to see the desirability of un¬ 
dertakings of this character, and to make 
certain the financial success of this pro 
ject. If every man and woman who i» 
able to give to purposes of this charac¬ 
ter could oulv appreciate that the world 
cares verv little about what they arc 
doing for their own -elfish ends, or for 
thu-c who are dependent on them, but 
that it doe* eare am] will always remem¬ 
ber those who do for all of their fellow 
citizen- instead of for the few, thru 
would l»e no hesitation on the part of 
everv citizen to demand the right to join 
work 

I have referred to tin* fact dial this 
plan has been occupied for many venr- 
by iln .-, who have taken ail important 
part in public affairs For that reason, 
added to other sufficient ones, we are 
honored tonight with the presence of the 
Governor of the Commonwealth, ami 
four >f it five living ex-Governors. 1 
asked Governor 1/mg, while dining to¬ 
night. if he recalled anv occasion whim 
o many of those who had held the first 
pis •• in the Common weal l It had come 
together, and he failed to remember any 
■-its-h in static t- The citizens of Newton 
an? Icnul to constituted authority, and 
are proud of the long line of distinguish 
»d men who have been nt the head of 
Stat>: affair* This condition, for every 


reason, includes the present occupant of I 
that office, and 1 extend to His Excel¬ 
lency the hearty welcome of those who 
are hero as well as of all citizens of 
Newton, and take pleasure in presenting 
to.von Governor Curtis Guild, Jr. 
Governor Guild said 
l congratulate you most heartily on 
the opening of this beautiful estate for 
public purposes. This is not the first 
time 1 have walked within its confines, 
for more years ago than I like to con¬ 
fess. as a little hoy it was my privilege 
to conn 1 here to see the dear good man 
who lived' here and honored Massachu¬ 
setts as she honored him—Governor 
William Clafliu. (Applause). I never 
expected in the old days when I used 
to he driven over here by my father 
from Roxbury in the fall of the year 
had been among the chestnut tree* which 
w ere growing up in this part of the city 
it that time to pick out the chestnuts 
that thirty years after 1 should be pick¬ 
ing out chestnuts of another description 
l laughter I for such an audience as you 
have here this evening. I congratulate 
you most heartily ami I particularly con¬ 
gratulate you on the hearty public spirit 
tlvat has iiecn shown by the women as 
well a- bv the men of this community. 

I was called upon particularly to re¬ 
spond to the toast "Massachusetts." 
Massachusetts is not, like Virginia. “The 
Mother of Presidents." but at least she is 
like George Washington. She is to the 
other states of the Union what George 
Washington was to the people of the 
nation—■“First in war. first in peace and 
first in llie bearis of his countrymen."

1 am heartily glad, for one. that this 
field is to be dedicated to the purposes 
for which it is to he dedicated ; It wilt 
teach the younger of our citizens to 
grow up iii the true spirit of democracy, 
in the true American spirit. I sometimes 
think that we here in the midst of it 
all the time do not appreciate the 
strength and power and good will of the 
American people. I was lunching the 
other day with the ofliters of a foreign 
frigate which was lying in the harbor of 
Boston. It was the day after that tre¬ 
mendous meeting on Boston Common, 
to protest against the action of certain 
officers of the government, and my 
guests had seen it and they commented 
freely upon it. "Sixty thousand people 
assembled on your Common, and we did 
not see a soldier in sight; the hotels 
were open, the windows were not barri¬ 
caded; there was no precautions taken 
exceot for the presence of a few police¬ 
men ; there were no cavalry and no Runs 
were brought out.” I said, "Of course 
not." "Well, there was no disorder." 
“Of course not,” l replied. “Don't you 
have to barricade the windows when a 
crowd conies out like that?” I said. 
"Not in the United States of America 
Tile public rule here. That was a gath 


for our | L . r jj|j» of the public; they can restrain 
the'meslevcs.” “Such a gathering,” they 
-aid. "is impossible in any other nation." 
The same officers asked about Harvard 
College, saving, “It must be an enormous 
expense to the state." I said, ‘Tt was 
built up In- private gifts; it was a monu¬ 
ment of iii<lividual generosity; it does 
not cost the government a cent.” They 
replied in amazement, "There is nothing 
hk*' it in the world.” 

That is the American spirit ; it is the 
recognition of what the citizen owe 
to the commonwealth and to the nation, 


illicit I believe institutions like these 
pletulidly aid in building up and carry-1 
ing forward. 

There is a beautiful story of the chil¬ 
dren at the North End which cannot be 
told too often. Our ancestors came here 
from the shores of Europe. There is 
scarcely a nation in Europe which lias 
not contributed to the population of the 
United States. People have been in¬ 
clined lo think that this was not so in 
the earliest days, blit it was. Look at 
the leaders of the revolution. Poland 
gave us Kosciusko; Germany gave us 
Von Steuben, France sent us Lafayette; 
Scotland gave us John Paul Jones; Ire¬ 
land sent us "Fighting Jack" Barry, the 
father of the American Navy. The is¬ 
lands of the sea sent us Alexander Ham¬ 
ilton. The blood in those veins sprang 
from different sources, but the heart that 
sent it to battle was the heart of the 
American citizen. This little story is 
told of the school at the North End to 
which there came one dav a woman 
who was a devoted worker in the cause 
of charity. In that section there is 
scarcely a child of Anglo-Saxon parent¬ 
age. hardly any. in fact, from the north 
of Europe. At the close of her visit this 
woman was asked lo say a few words to 
the scholars and she asked "I want to 
see how many little Italian boys are 
here." Not a child rose, "How mauy 
little Russian boys are there?” Not a 
boy rose. “How many little Jews are 
there?" and not a hoy rose. And then 
the better Americanism of those little 
boys swept like a wave over that wo¬ 
man's heart and suggested the question, 
"Well, how many little Americans arc 
there here?" and the whole school rose. 
(Applause). 

There is nothing better, except that 
feeling which animates those who wear 
the uniform of their country oil deck 
and in the battle-field, than the spirit of 
tile school—the spirit which leads volt 
to strive on your school team and your 
school crew to maintain the honor of 
your school colors and to make your 
school the best. * * m * 

There is no better motto than the 
childish rhyme, answering the question, 
"Why shall the United States last long¬ 
er than all the countries of Europe?”— 

The lily may fade and pass away, 

The rose from its stem may sever. 

The shamrock and thistle may decay. 
But the stars shall shine forpvcr. 
(Applause). 

Chairman Weeks; The twenty-eighth 
governor under the Constitution, and the 
first governor in the second century of 
Massachusetts after the aJoption of her 
Constitution, is the Nestor of our liv¬ 
ing ex-governors. He is an apostle of 
good-will and hope, and always ready 
to support any cause in which the peo¬ 
ple are interested. I have the honor to 
present Hon. John D. Long. 

Ev-Gov. Long received a hearty ova¬ 
tion from the audience, all of whom rose 
to greet him. as they had done for Gov. 
Guild When the audience was seated 
Governor Long spoke as follows; 

I am very glad that you have sat down 
again; it might have been very tedious 
for von to stand while I speak for the 
next hour and a half. (Laughter). I 
am a little puzzled at Mr. Week’s intro¬ 
duction. He said something about a 
second century, as if he meant to convey 
the idea that I was two hundred years 
old. 1 uni considerably younger than 
he is (laughter), as you must observe 
from a comparison of his personal ap¬ 
pearance and mine. (Renewed laughter) 

The Governor congratulated you; I 
congratulate you. 1 congratulate Mr 
Weeks, who is responsible for this 
gathering. It is evidently more of a suc¬ 
cess than it appeared at the opening of 
the meeting. When we came in the aud¬ 
ience was very scanty; people don't care 
to fill a hall, or even a tent to sec an ex- 
Governor—they can see him any time on 
the street. It was necessary to call in 
the services of the band. < Laughter). 
Even the exquisite voices of these sweet 
girls failed to accomplish the work. You 


must forgive me for saying these light 
word*, but the Governor, who always— 

I was going to say. who ajwavs sets a 
good example—perhaps l will put it this 
way—whose example it is always safe 
to follow—began m that merry way.' 
And yet we are really here for a very, 
very serious purpose. We are here to 1 
honor the memory of a good mail. (Ap- 
.ilausei. .And that is a higher title than 
any honor title that can lie given. And 
we are here to promote a great and use¬ 
ful civic purpose, and the two purposes 
are connected together. As Sir. Day 
has shown in that admirable paper which 
lias been printed and distributed among 
yon these 2d acres are to be devoted to 
public education—not education in any 
narrow sense, but to the education of the 
whole man, the whole I my or girl, his 
physical, his mental and his moral edu¬ 
cation. And this work is to be done up¬ 
on these acres consecrated by the mem¬ 
ory of a sweet life, of a beautiful domes¬ 
tic hearth ami of a career of useful 
service ami faithful loyalty—loyalty to 
country, and loyalty to God, loyalty to 
every high purpose that animates the 
true* citizen. ( Applause). 

I love to think of William Claflin. I 
remember that benevolent face, that 
kindly smile, that genial manner. I re¬ 
member him when he was Governor— 
and the great majority of this audience 
are not old enough lo have that mem¬ 
ory. To me he is especially interesting, 
because he typifies the New England 
man of his day. the best ideal of the 
New England citizenship of his time, 
lie was horn in that year which was pro¬ 
lific of Governors—1K18. when five or 
six Governors of Massachusetts were 
born—Andrew and Bullock and Butler 
and Claflin and two or three more whose 
names I do not recall. His youth was 
spent in what you might call the Golden 
Age of New England, the days when the 
railroads which have controlled and 
changed the character of our system of

The Congressman closed with a 
brief reference to the tendency towards 
centralization as instanced by the re¬ 
cent passage of the pure food hill, after 
many years agitation in Congress. 

Mr. Thomas Weston was the next 
speaker and told an apt story of Daniel 
Webster to illustrate his pride in the 
youn«» men of the club. Mr. Weston be¬ 
lieved that there was no better opportu¬ 
nity for a young man to succeed in life 
than in the present day. But to do this 
he must have character, combined with 
industry *md perseverance. He urged 
the young men to master all the learning 
to In- found bearing on the business in 
which each was engaged, ami to get to 
work ami make themselve- imlispensi- 
•Idc to their employers. He then suggest¬ 
ed that reading something of value each 
day should lie made a point by all. as 
successful men need all their faculties 
developed. It is necessary that the mind 
lie cultivated in all its channels to make 
a well developed man. Form these hab¬ 
its in the morning of life and when yon 
are old the mcjitnl pleasures will he a 
joy and delight to volt.. 

Alderman Frank A. Day was given 
a most flattering introduction and recep¬ 
tion. and urged his hearers as young 
men to think more, and not float among 
the easy wavs of life.

hand-wrought silver service, 1805; a 
Drift plate, earliest specimen of the art, 
JtX) years old; a child's desk, 1750; china 
teapot owned by John Eliot; a group of 
articles, 1780, including, jeweled watch 
and fob, another and key, pair of slip¬ 
pers, horn comb, jeweled comb, and 
fancy silk bag, once owned by Col. and 
Mrs. Gordon Hutchings and loaned by 
Dr. Alary Florence Taft of Ncwtonville. 
Several souvenirs of Jenny Lind were 
of interest. A pair of bronze Martha 
Washington lamps and a foot stove all 
from the Hull House and loaned by Mr. 
George M. Bridges deserve special men¬ 
tion ; also a check endorsed by George 
Washington and a curious matrimonial 
ladder over 100 years old loaned by 
Miss Susan A. Whiting. Then there 
was an extremely interesting collection 
of articles from the old Jackson home¬ 
stead loaned by Mrs. Wm. W. Jackson 
of Ncwtonville. Two old portraits on 
mahogany by Gilbert Stuart attracted 
much attention. Another group loaned 
by Mr. A. Kemptou Dean included many 
articles connected with the history of 
Massachusetts and of the colonies. 

A sampler worked by a child of ten 
over 200 years ago was the oldest among 
a large collection. An oriental shawl 
woven for Eugenic the First, was a mar¬ 
vel of beauty. It was the work of twen¬ 
ty women for two years. Space forbids 
the mention of many other things equal¬ 
ly interesting. 

The Consumer’s League were fully 
satisfied with the attention attracted by 
their exhibit and feel that much good 
seed has been sown by it. A complaint 
that has sometimes been made of goods 
hearing the label is that it was cheap 
and of inferior quality and often poorly 
made. These that were shown at this 
exhibit were of the finest and daintiest 
quality, such as would satisfy the most 
fastidious, as well as plainer garments 
of moderate price. 

Aftermath of the Bazaar 

Now that nearly a week has passed 
since the closing of the Federation Ba¬ 
zaar it is with a feeling of general sat¬ 
isfaction that all who were most closely 
interested in its success louk back upon 
the undeitakiiig, Little did anyone real¬ 
ize one year ago when the initial steps 
were taken what gigantic proportions 
the affair would taken on; but little by 
little as the months went by one plan 
after another materialized until it blos¬ 
somed out in a splendid manner. Of 
the financial results it will be impossible 
to riye any accurate information—save 
that it was successful—for some time to 
come, but that it was a success in more 
ways Shan one has been amply demon¬ 
strated. One man was heard to say on 
the last evening, “It would have been 
worth while, even if no money were 
realized, for the mere getting together 
of our friends from all over the city and 
giving us a chance to find out that they 
are our friends.” It certainly was a suc¬ 
cess from the social standpoint and also 
in the unifying of the people of the var¬ 
ious villages in a common cause. It has 
drawn attention to the enterprise in 
which so many of our public-spiriled 
men are enlisted and has aroused in it 
the interest of the people in general. 
Sure! now there can be no one who has 
not heard of the “Claflin Good Ground.” 
And last, hut by no means least, it has 
shown the value, die possibilities, and 
the influence of such an organization as 
the Newton Federation of Women's 
Clubs.

Mr. Bullens Dead. 

After an illness of several months 
George S. Bullens, aged 78 years, for 
many year* a well known figure in fi¬ 
nancial circles of Boston and a promi¬ 
nent resident of this city, died at 9 
o'clock yesterday forenoon at his ohusc 
on Waverley avenue. 

Asthma of the heart was the direct 
cause of death altho Mr. Bullens has 
been in failing health for nearly a year. 

George Sawyer Bullens was bom in 
Walpole, Mass., April 13. 1829. His 
parents were Elisha and Nancy M. 
(Sawyer) Bullens. 

Mr, Bullens was educated in the pub¬ 
lic schools of Chicopee, Mass., and then 
entered the commission dry goods busi¬ 
ness in the firm of J. C. Howe & Co. 
He remained with this firm for twenty- 
three years, the last seven years as a 
partner. In 1875 on the dissolution of 
this firm he entered the banking business 
under the name of Bullens & Mixter. 
This firm was dissolved in 1878 upon 
his election as president of the National 
Revere Bunk, This position he held for 
twenty years, until the bank was merged 
into the National Shawm tit Bank. 

Mr. Bullens was an alderman in 1876, 
877 and 1878, and reorganized the treas¬ 
ury department, introducing new meth¬ 
ods which with additions are still in 
force, He served as a trustee of the Suf¬ 
folk Savings Bank from 1871 to 1902, 
and was a member of its board of invest¬ 
ment from 1876 to 1900. He served as 
treasurer of the Newton Hospital from 
1882 until 1905, In 1884 lie was appoint¬ 
ed a sinking fund commissioner of the 
city ami has served as chairman of the 
board for many years. He was also 
treasurer of Grace church from 1860 to 
1881, ami was senior warden of that 
church at the time of his death. Mr. 
Bullens married Miss Caroline A. Je¬ 
rome of Boston, who died a few years 
ago, and lie is survived bv one daugli 
ter, Miss Charlotte L. Bullens. 

Mr Rullcus has been a resident of 
Newton since 1850 and has occupied his 
present home, 78 Waverley avenue since 
!870.

Girls Drill 

Drilling publicly for the first time 
without guns, Co. A won the annual 
outdoor military drill of the Lascll sem¬ 
inary students on the campus at Auburn- 
dale Saturday afternoon. 

Witnessed by a large gathering of 
parents and friends two picked compan¬ 
ies of more than 40 young women went 
through marchiiv- tactics with snap and 
precision which aroused warm applause 
Co. A was commanded bv Miss Shir¬ 
ley Castettvr of Blair, Neb., while Co. B 
was commanded hy Miss Florence Stark, 
of Norwich, Conn. 

The judges were Lieut. H W. Soule 
of Co. K. 8th infatttrv. and Lieut W. J 
Kcvillc of Co. It, 8th infantry. It wa- 
wilh no little difficulty that they picked 
A as the winner. 

The grounds were elaborately deco- 
d'.'ited with yellow flags and streamers of 
Cn. A and the red of Co. P>. The deco¬ 
rations extended from the gaUt S»t Sem¬ 
inary avenue to the highest point fin top 
of the main building and included the 
company initials in gigantic letters on 
the lawn. In the tamou- "crow - - not" 
a group of young women sang class 
songs. 


taken from beneath the ruins, his head 
ami hands severely burned ansi suffer¬ 
ing greatlv from many other bruises as 
well. 

Miss Annie Galvin was burned about 
her right leg and fool. She was taken 
to her home at 28 I laic street, Upper 
Falls, in an ambulance. Miss Catherine 
Ofonnk’v received severe burns to Iter 
face and hands, and was taken Jo her 
home. 46 Cottage street, Upper Falls, in 
l carriage. Foreman Percy Mardeti, 
who was burned about his face and 
hands and cut and bruised bv the roof 
falling upon him, was taken to bis home. 
Cook street. Newton Highlands. 

Not only was the shop itself complete¬ 
ly wrecked, hut a high hoard fence at 
the edge of the premises was demolish- 
i <] and windows broken in several of the 
neighboring buildings. Pieces of wreck¬ 
age were found on the roofs of other 
buildings. 

"T lie five persons in the building were 
engaged in finishing railroad fusees.” 
said SujU. Wcdger in an interview. 
"Miss Fairbain was boring holes in the 
mils of the fusees for the metal part. 
There was no danger in this operation 
for the bases are made of composition. 
She was known as a careful workman, 
and iti fact all the employes of that par¬ 
ticular shop were known to be very care¬ 
ful. There was never any fooling there. 
” The fusees did not explode. There was 
very little explosive material in the 
building ami this was properly guarded, 
as I had noticed when I last passed 
through the building half an hour before 
the explosion. Some unexplainable ac¬ 
cident did occur, probably close to where 
Miss Fairbain was working. She might 
have known what was the cause of the 
explosion, but I do not believe she was 
to blame or that any of the others can 
tell what was the cause. 

There were 50 cases eacli containing 
a gross of finished fusees in the shop, 
Many of these cases were burned to a 
crisp, vet so far as a careful search re¬ 
vealed not one of the fusees had 
exploded. The bases of some of them 
were even burned, but the rest of them 
were in good condition. Most of them 
will he saved. 

Percv Marden. cniplovcd l»v Hasten 
A- Wells as foreman in their local plant 
for a number of vears, told a graphic 
storv of the accident. 

*T was suddenlv taken off my feet In 
the jar and without a moment’s warn¬ 
ing the building collapsed an me and 
the other employes. I seemed dazed 
for a few moments. As nuicklv as I 
could move I started to crawl. 1 saw a 
light in what had been the rear end of 
the buildin" where they hail been no 
door, and 1 started to work my way to¬ 
ward it. The explosion had lifted up 
the rear end of the shop and then the 
whole structure had collapsed. 1 can’t 
tell what I crawled over. Init 1 finally 
reached this hole in the debris, win 
had seen the light, and found myself at 
what had a few moments before been 
the brick end of the building.’-* 

The entire establishment was shut 
dow u immediately. Work was suspend¬ 
ed during the rest of the day. Earle 
in the afternoon the resignations were 
received of several young people em¬ 
ployed in different departments. 

The busy season had just begun, and 
during the next few weeks the establish¬ 
ment was to have been run at its great¬ 
est capacity. The accident will cause a 
large financial loss to the company from 
inability to keep tip with orders the 
next month or two. according to a state¬ 
ment made at the factory. 

The accident was the first fatal one in 
seven years at the factory. In 1900 an 
explosion killed one person and another 
died as results of injuries. In the last 
few months there have been several mi¬ 
nor explosions in various buildings of 
the company’s plant here. Fortunately 
injuries sustained in these explosions 
li ne up to the present time been com¬ 
paratively slight.

business had just begun to operate with- 
ui our limits, when uie 1 rauscundentai- 
jsts had given a new impulse to pnuo- 
sopuic mougnt in -Unssacmisctts, when 
the agitation tor human irccdom began 
and rue spirit or Garrison ana tue words 
oi Sumner were arousing in the hearts 
ol our people the conscientious demand 
for freedom to the slave, when Whit¬ 
tier's songs were becoming the voice of 
the people, when Lowell and Longfel¬ 
low were our poets, lit that time Wil¬ 
liam Chill in was a young man. tie was 
engaged 111 business, starling with small 
beginnings, conducting and enlarging Ins 
manufacturing establishments, conduct¬ 
ing his business houses iu Boston and St. 
Louis and amassing fortune and charac¬ 
ter. At the same tunc he became inter¬ 
ested in the great questions of the day. 
The question of temperance had a large 
interest for him. Not bigoted in any 
way, he recognized for himself and the 
community the necessity of abstemious 
habits and of temperate living, princi¬ 
ples lo which he manifested his loyalty 
during his whole life, lde was interested 
iu the great question of the abolition 
of slavery and identified among the men 
who were engaged in promoting that 
work, lie was interested iu the rights 
of women. 1 do not refer to the mere 
question of female suffrage, a question 
upon which there is great difference of 
opinion, but to the larger question of 
the enlargement of the rights and priv¬ 
ileges of women in the possession of 
property, in the 'management of their 
property, a movement which has culmin¬ 
ated in many respects so that women 
are today the equal ol men in these mat¬ 
ters ami in almost every right except 
the mere right of depositing a ballot. 
In that great cause William Claflin was 
a representative man. Naturally 
enough, with all these tendencies, a man 
of business, a man interested in the po¬ 
litical and social questions of the day, he 
drifted into political service. He served 
this community in the Legislature; he 
became Lieutenant Governor of the 
Commonwealth; he became Governor; 
lie was a representative in the National 
Congress, holding the seat which his 
worthy successor, Mr. Weeks, now 
holds. There, his inilucnce broadening, 
he became Chairman of the National 
Republican Committee, a body which 
had a controlling intluencc on the poli¬ 
tics of the nation. He had close rela¬ 
tions with Grant, with Lincoln, with 
Sumner, with all the influential men of 
the time. Many of them visited him 
here. This place is associated with 
many of the most distinguished names 
ill our history. And history makes so 
fast that many who are here do not re¬ 
call as do we older ones that trying time 
when the life of the Republic was at 
stake, when the fate of the Union trem¬ 
bled in the balance until Grant with his 
resistless forces came from the West 
and Lincoln smote the shackles from the 
slave and the Union was restored and 
slavery abolished. In that great'time 
William Ulaflin was one of the leaders, 
the leading representative of the Com¬ 
monwealth, particularly during the time 
that followed immediately after the de¬ 
struction of the rebellion ami the new 
cement of the restored Union. When 
* utli-nml r Hayes was President ol 
the United States you remember how 
close were Mrs. Chitlin's relations to 
the domestic circle iu the White House, 
where she was perhaps the most cor¬ 
dially welcomed female companion of 
the wife of the President of tile United 
States. You remember what Mrs. Claf- 
lin's home was. You remember that to 
that licanli came Whittier, the first of 
New England's poets, whose poems vi¬ 
brate in the memory and on the lips of 
every true New Kilghmder. The picture 
of Robert Shaw hung in her parlor. I 
love to think of that pure, unblemished 
New Knglaud life. It i> a memory that 
might to he treasured here; it is a mem¬ 
ory that ought lo find its echo iu the 
hearts of the yuting men and women 
who are growing up in this community.— 
not merely the citizen, not merely the 
Governor and the politician, lint the true 
man a 1 his fireside, in the family circle, 
and the inltiiencc that went out from that 
home—to use the word that is dearest 
to us of all word' in our New Kngland 
language. (Applause). 

I- it not worth while for this proud 
City of Newton to maintain the memor¬ 
ial "f such a life and siieli a home, and 
to cherish it? T- ii nof worfli while t<> 
keep for the public tt-c ami in the public 
spirit these acres consecrated in this 
wav -ihc residence years ago of a Co¬ 
lonial Governor and the residence of a 
later Governor whose name is still fa¬ 
miliar to us. and whose figure we seem 
•o see in memurv walking vonr streets? 
Yes let these acres lie dedicated to edu¬ 


cation and to public use. Let the young 
men and women who are growiug up 
here find in this place their romance and 
their inspiration; let them gather some¬ 
thing of the loyalty to public spirit and 
private fidelity and purity of life which 
distinguished the man who lived here so 
many years and whose name you will 
keep in honor, and to whose memory yon 
dedicate these acres by dedicating them 
to the education of the children wiio may 
well make him a model for their own 
life. (Applause). 

Mr. Weeks next introduced ex-Gov. 
Bates as one who had attained the of¬ 
fice of Governor through his unquestion¬ 
ed fitness and who was honored through- 
nut the Commonwealth. 

Ex-Gov. Bates spoke in part as fol¬ 
lows: 

I am relieved of all anxiety in regard 
to your disappearing before J finish, by 
reason of the fact that the band has 
agreed to stay within the tent until 1 
have completed my few remarks. The 
members* had an engagement elsewhere, 
but the Governor of the Commonwealth 
insisted that if they should leave it would 
be the end of this meeting, and there¬ 
fore they kindly consented to stay. They 
have the gratitude of all who arc 011 
the platform. 

1 was asked to say something about 
a subject in regard to which you know 
more than 1 do, that is. in regard to the 
history of this famous home and its in¬ 
habitants. But what has just been told 
you by Gov. Long lias !>een told in words 
so much more eloquent than any J can 
command that 1 feel that there is noth¬ 
ing left for me but to add a brief sup¬ 
plement touching lightly here and there 
upon the history of this place. 

Your presiding officer referred to this 
as a "unique” enterprise. I agree with 
him. (t is unique. I know of no simi¬ 
lar enterprise in the Commonwealth. 
Historical and patriotic societies have 
preserved some of the ancient public 
buildings and some of the old mansions 
about which cluster historic memories. 
But this is more than a building. Here 
fields and trees and grassy slope are all 
historic. Boston and its suburbs have 
the best park system of any city in the 
country, perhaps in the world. It com¬ 
bines all that is attractive in nature. 
We have the wooded lops of the Blue 
Hills; we have the river banks for miles. 
We have the great fields of Franklin 
Park and the beauty of the Middlesex 
Fells. We have the seashore, where the 
great ocean chants the tune of the eter¬ 
nities. But all these places seem to lack 
what this park has. They lack the char¬ 
acter that attaches to a place that has 
been associated with the lives of effec¬ 
tive men ami women—men and women 
who have impressed their ideas on the 
nation and whose deeds live after them. 
There is a soul of character to this Claf¬ 
lin I'ark. Therefore it is particularly 
suited to be an educational park. It 
dates hack in its associations to the very 
beginnings of our history. The first 
Governor, to whom reference has been 
made, who owned tlu-se fields was Si¬ 
mon Bradstrcct. lie came over with 
' Gov. Winthrop iu 1628 iu the "Arbclla," 
and became one of the prominent citi¬ 
zens of the colony. lie was elected 
Governor, and for five or six years was 
re-elected, and served the colony well 
an<l faithfully, lie happened tube Gov¬ 
ernor in those tempestuous times when 
Andros was sent over to rule the colony, 
and when the Charter, after many at¬ 
tempt.-, was finally revoked by the home 
government. Thus lie was the last Gov¬ 
ernor under the old Charter. But you 
will remember that our ancestors were 
not at all satisfied with the changed con¬ 
ditions of affairs. They were restive as 
| they saw their liberties curbed by Gov. 
i Andros. Aiul so they rose in rebellion— 
; a bloodless Inn successful revolution and 
Andros was deposed, amt again the 
ple selected Simon Hrailstreei, though 
weighed down witli the -nows of ninety 
winters, to take charge of the affair- of 
the colony, and for three year-, during 
that disturbed period, Ik- was tile Gov¬ 
ernor, or president, a- they called him, 
and so he combined until the Province 
Charter went into effect iu 16*>2 under 
Gov. Phipps. Of Bradstreet it lias been 
said that Iu- centred in his pcr-oiialiu 
the honor and wisdom of the first cen¬ 
tury of Massachusetts life. As an inhab¬ 
itant of Salem, at the time of the witch¬ 
craft lroubles lie was one of the lew 
who dared to withstand popular senti¬ 
ment and deplore the procedure u-ed m 
dealing with the accused and he puhlieU 
proclaimed that nothing but evil could 
result from such proceedings. 

Then there was Judge Fuller, the qhle 
and (looted town officer, who made lii- 
home here; and after Inin his more fam¬ 
ous son-in-law. Gen Wilt. Hull, the pat¬ 
riot. and the participant iu many of the 


great battles of the Revolution. Years 
after the war was over he was sent as 
Governor of the territory of Michigan, 
and was there when the war of IH12 bc- 
ban. With the rank of Brigadier lie was 
placed in charge of the forces on the 
frontier, and finally, finding no rein¬ 
forcements coming, and witli a vastly 
superior force surrounding him, without 
ammunition or supplies with which to 
sustain a siege, he surrendered to Oeu. 
Brock the post at Detroit. Then came 
a change ami he knew what it was to 
feel the people's auger. They could not 
"sec it as lie hail seen it. lie was court- 
martialed and condemned to be executed. 
But the wise President said, "No, his 
services to the country in the war of the 
Revolution were such that the sentence 
must not lie carried out." And Gen. 
Hull returned here to live in tthe old 
mansion tiiat was situated on the -pot 
where the Clallin mansion now stands 
anil hert'he spent the lalcr years of his 
life honored by his fellow townsmen 
and In ail who knew him. 

Here his old associate of the Revolu¬ 
tion, Lafayette, visited him and as they 
met at the door Lafayette in French 
fashion fell upon his neck and kissed 
him, saying, "General, you and I have 
•both suffered from calumny." Histori¬ 
ans now agree that he was a man with¬ 
out cowardice ami intensely loyal. His¬ 
tory has at last done him justice, as he 
said he knew it would. 

After General Hull's death the old 
mansion was moved to the village. The 
elms were here as they had stood for 
generations, the wind sang through their 
branches and the birds nested among 
them. But no one lived here to enjoy 
the beauty or the -otlg until Gov. Claf- 
tin came in 1855 ami built (he present 
mansion where the former one had 
stood. 

From that time on the mansion became 
known as a centre of humanitarian ac¬ 
tivity and was also far famed for the 
generous hospitality of its owner and 
his gracious wife. 

Governor Clatlin has been well de- 
rr.ibed to you tonight. He was a man 
who was largely interested in business 
and manufacture, one who had large 
numbers of employees under him but 
who never had any labor difficulties. He 
always treated those who worked for 
him with such impartial regard for their 
rights that there was no occasion for 
trouble. No man ever worked for him 
who did not know that lie was receiving 
his fair share of the profits of the en¬ 
terprise. He was conspicuously a man 
of public spirit, such men arc altogether 
too rare, we have some, and the Com¬ 
monwealth is thankful, hut we have not 
enough men who are successful in busi¬ 
ness who are willing to dedicate a part 
of their great abilities and a part of 
their time ami a part of their fortune to 
the nublic good. As we look back over 
the life of Gov. Clafiin it seems as 
though the greater part of his strength 
and the greater part of his means and 
the greater part of his life were devoted 
to the public good. No cause of human¬ 
ity ever appealed lo him in vain. He 
was tireless in the prosecution of those 
reforms that he thought tended to the 
upbuilding and amelioration of the con¬ 
dition of humanity. He was a practical 
reformer. He did’ much for the cause of 
woman in this Commonwealth, lie was 
the first Governor of the Commonwealth 
to recommend woman's suffrage in an 


inaugural address. The cause of tem¬ 
perance reform always received his loyal 
and energetic support, lie was one of 
the first of that invincible hand that in¬ 
augurated and carried lo a siicces-fitl 
conclusion the movement for the aboli¬ 
tion of slavery. 

This old mansion will be ever loved 
for its hospitality. Children used to 
come here from the city and in the field- 
ami under the elms they enjoyed all the 
delights of nature. Kven the blind from 
the Perkins Institution used to come 
here and among these -urroundings, 
blind though they were, they seemed to 
appreciate the beauties of the flower- 
and of the trees. Gov. Clafiin was given 
to helping men. No young man appealed 
to him in vain and many who needed 
hut a little assistance to attain success 
were helped by him to that little assist¬ 
ance that meant so much to them. 

As wc took over the generous life of 
Gov. Clafiin there is one thing that im¬ 
presses us in particular. It was not all 
who visited him, it was not all who 
shared in his hospitality, but it was the 
man with a mission, the man who sought 
to benefit humanity bv hi- life that here 
found a royal welcome. 

His interest in education, is indicated 
by tile tact that lie was a trustee ol lour 
great colleges and universities, Henry 
r. Durant came here tor counsel as to 
what he should do with the tortune with 
which he wished to benefit humanity, 
and finally there resulted that magnificent 
college lor women, Wellesley College. 
There came here also Dr. Joseph Camp¬ 
bell. Finally he went across the sea and 
established in hngiand Her most famous 
institution lor tile blind, an institution 
to which people came lor admission from 
every part ol Lurupe. Peter Parker 
came here tor counsel and advice. He 
was the first American commissioner lo 
China and established in that country the 
first hospital. Ail honored visitor here 
was Lyman Beecher, the distinguished 
clergyman, whose family attained such 
distinction that it was wittily said that 
humanity was "made up of three classes 
—men, women and Beechers." Of Ly¬ 
man Beecher, it was also said that lie 
was “the father of more brains than any 
other man in America.” He was the 
father of thirteen children, most of 
whom grew to manhood and woman¬ 
hood and used their great abilities for 
the good of humanity; among them, the 
greatest of American preachers, was 
Henry Ward Beecher, the man who 
stood before kings and parliaments and 
defended the cause of the Union. He 
delighted to repair to this spot for 
strength and encouragement. Harriet 
Beecher Stowe, Lyman Beecher's fam¬ 
ous daughter, often visited here. It was 
she to President Lincoln said when she 
was presented:—“Are you the little wo¬ 
man who has caused this great war?" 
VVell might lie ask the question, for Har¬ 
riet Beecher Stowe’s "Uncle Tom's Cab¬ 
in" was perhaps the most potent cause 
of all that confined to bring on the war 
and the abolition of slavery. 

James Freeman Clarke, the eloquent 
Dr. Kirk of Boston, Rev. Newman Hall 
of England. Prof. Agassiz and Prof 
Drummond were also among the visitors 
here. Whittier, the New England poet, 
and Dr. Smith, author of America, were 
here familiar guests. Men engaged in 
great public affairs found here a delight¬ 
ful, retreat. Perhaps the most famous 
were Charles Sumner, and Henry Wil¬

A long list of hearings 
preceded the regular business, mostly of 
a formal nature. General Manager 
Brush a[»pc.ircd in favor of the petition 
of the Newton Street Railway Co. to 
extend its tracks about 3 feet in Xo- 
uantuin square. Mr. Brush stated that 
this slight extension would enable their 
long cars to ttse the present crossover 
and save the expense of an additional 
crossover.

To the Board of Aldermen, 

Gentlemen: 

It becomes my duty to announce to 
you the death of Mr. George S. Buliens, 
on Thursday, the 23rd inst., at his home 
in this city. 

His connection with the city govern¬ 
ment dates from January 1, 1877, at the 
age of forty-eight years, when he took 
hi? seat as an alderman from Ward 7, 
being rc-clcctcd in 1878-79. lie was ap¬ 
pointed a Trustee of the Read Fund, 
Jail. 2, 1883, and of the Eliot Memorial 
February 7, 1898, filling these offices till 
January and November 1904, respective¬ 
ly. Avoointed a Sink in" Fund Commis¬ 
sioner December 8 , 1884. he continued 
until his death created a vacancy. 

To this long and honorable career in 
public life of exacting and responsible 
duties, calling for the best and most re¬ 
liable judgment in the management of 
affairs committed* to him, he added the 
qualities representative of a Christian 
life and the highest citizenship, worthy 
of emulation and lasting remembrance. 

I recommend such action by your 
board as may seem appropriate.

llic report of the Committee on Rules 
that the erection of sheds at Atrlutrudale 
avenue stable ami construction of ad¬ 
ditional stalls at Craft street stable bail 
been done in accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of the citv charter, the ordinances 
of the city and the rules of the board of 
aldermen was opposed by Alderman 
Condrin who spoke as follows: 

Aid. Cotulriu:—My object in bringing 
this matter before the Board through the 
order at our last meeting was in defence 
of the City Charter and the Rules of the 
Board of Aldermen. At my inaugural I 
took a solemn oath to maintain the char¬ 
ter. the constitution of the city, and I 
cannot conscientiously allow what in my 1 
opinion was a direct violation of the 
constitution to pass by without notice. 1 
know jt is desirous to have the machin¬ 
ery of this government to move as 
smoothly as possible but the most per¬ 
fect piece of machinery needs constant 
adjustment to keep it up to the stand¬ 
ard ami the higher the standard the 
greater iniisi he the vigilence. In order 
to get in touch with the machinery of 
this government I have been sorely per¬ 
plexed with many inconsistencies. 1 
knew when it was decided that the city 
should do its own street watering anil 
an appropriation of $14,000 was made 
for horses, carts, etc., that it would re¬ 
quire an appropriation to care for these 
carts, horses, etc., sheds, additions to 
stables, etc., and I expected to see an 
order put through this Board making an 
appropriation for that purpose, hut no; 
such order has been introduced. Section j 
29 of the Citv Charter requires each head 
of department on or before the first day 
of October to present an itemized ac¬ 
count. mind you, an Itemized account, of I 
the expenditures needed for his depart- I 
mem for the next year and the Mayor ! 
is required In carcfullv examine each 
item, llic Public Buildings Commission¬ 
er called for sixteen thousand and fifty 
or sixty dollars, the Mavor looked it 
over carcfullv and cut it doivu nine hun¬ 
dred dollars, $500 of this was for car¬ 
penter work; tlie commissioner called 
for $4,500 for carpenter work and it was 
cut to $4,000. Four thousand dollars for 
carpenter work seems to me to be a very 
small item when you come to consider 
the high cost of labor and the large 
amount of property to be cared for, and 
in making this reduction there is no 
question but the Mayor examined every 
item and cut out what he thought was 
unnecessary, the need of these stables 
was not created until five months after 
this itemized account was presented. No¬ 
body will presume to say that the money 
for building these sheds was contained 
in that four thousand dollars. He also 
has money for mason work, painting, 
etc., it is all itemized and I cannot see 
where he had any money to build these 
sheds. If he had he had to take it out 
from some other item for which this 
money was appropriated, and if this 
work is authorized to be done, approved 
bv the mayor and sanctioned by the 
Board of Aldermen he must conic to this 
Board for another appropriation or 
leave something undone. His estimate 
given to me for building these sheds and 
fixing up Crafts street stables was some¬ 
thing over $3200. It is not reasonable to 
suppose that when three months of the 
year have passed that the Public Build¬ 
ings Commissioner should suddenly find 
he had three thousand too much after he 
was cut down nine hundred dollars. It 
does not seem that such a careful man 
could make such a mistake, and that is 
the only possible conclusion. Section 30 
of the city charter saj's no officer or 
board shall incur any debt beyond the 
amount duly appropriated therefor con¬ 
tained in the annual annroprintioti order. 

I cannot see where this money was pro¬ 
vided for or contained in the annual ap¬ 
propriation order. If the Public Build¬ 
ings Commissioner out of his paltry ap¬ 
propriation could spare over three thou¬ 
sand doltars for this work, it seems to 
me it was unnecessary for the Street 
Commissioner to ask for fourteen thou¬ 
sand dollars, he has n large appropria¬ 
tion for maintenance of horses, and oth¬ 
er things, it would be a logical conclu¬ 
sion that it ought to he an easy matter 
for him to squeeze out $14,001) out of his 
large appropriation if the Buildings Com 
missinner could spare three thousand out 
of his. It seems clear to me that there 
• —. violation of section 30 
of-the Charter. If we arc going to leg¬ 
islate that this is proper, we nullify sec¬ 
tion 29 and 30 of the charter, wc declare 
that section 29 is simply a bluff and is 
not binding, that the heads of depart¬ 
ments with the sanction of the mayor 
can use this money for any purpose they 
sec fit, this money is not given to the 
heads of departments in a lump sum, to 
do as they please with, there is an item¬ 
ized estimate which they make that the 
mayor goes over and it is referred to the 
Finance Committee and everything un¬ 
necessary is cut out. If we are going to 
rule that this money is given in a lump 
sum, what is the use of requiring the 
heads of departments to bring in an 
itemized account? You can see what the 
result will be. I am not opposed to the 
building of these sheds, they are neces¬ 
sary, we never had sheds enough, the 
implements, carts, etc., have been out-of- 
doors in all kinds of weather and there 
is no reason why an order could not go 
through in the proper and why the mon¬ 
ey should not be appropriated iu the 
proper form, I should gladly vote for 
•uich an appropriation. A short time ago 
the Board of Health wanted an automo¬ 
bile. They have a Miscellaneous appro¬ 
priation of $1500, Now if we are going 
to allow that the Public Buildings Com¬ 
missioner acted right and proper, if the 
Board of Health should go to the May¬ 
or and say that they have more money 
than they need and can spare $80(1 eas¬ 
ily. lie could say go ahead and buy the 
automobile But no, an order was pre¬ 
sented to this Board, passed, approved 
and granted and they got the automobile, 
that was all proper. These are the in¬ 
consistencies of which I speak. 

Section 17 of the charter requires the 
mayor to communicate to this Board 
such information and to recommend such 
measures as in his judgment the inter¬ 
ests of the City require, hut 1 find noth¬ 
ing which gives the Mayor power to 
carry out his recommendations unless 
authorized by the Board of Aldermen. 
Now let us see how this rule has been 
interpreted in the past. Article 4 section 
3 says that every communication from 


the mayor or other city official, rccom- . 
mending or requiring the expenditure 
of money not included in the annual ap- 
nroprial:un order shall he referred to 1 
the Committee on Public Works, defin¬ 
ing plainly the duty of the mayor or head 
of department, when he wanted work 
done not contained in the annual appro¬ 
priation order. Section 14 of the City 
Charter contains a clause in relation to 
the consolidation of the Public Build¬ 
ings Department with the Street De¬ 
partment or Water Department or eith¬ 
er with the other and why. It is a wise 
measure to preclude any collusion be¬ 
tween these departments, you can readily 
see what might he the result if these de¬ 
partments were consolidated. It was to 
prevent what has occurred, work being 
done by the Public Buildings Department 
for the Street Department without au¬ 
thority of this Board. 

It is our duty to uphold the law at 
whatever cost. If any government is to 
continue it must adhere strictly to the 
law and governments that have failed 
have tailed not because of the law, hut 
because of negligence, open and secret 
violation of the law. I claim to have as 
much civic pride as any member of the 
Board of Aldermen. I was Iwm in New¬ 
ton and have resided here all my life¬ 
time and T am justly proud of my native 
city and it is because 1 have that civic 
pride that 1 wish to see the laws lived 
up to and l wisli to see this government 
as example to our sister cities. In vot¬ 
ing on this measure wc are establishing 
a precedent and we should consider it 
verv carefully. If wc declare that this 
work was done legally and according to 
the law vou must nullify sections 29 and 
30 of the charter, you must declare that 
the money given to the heads of depart¬ 
ments is eiven in a lump sum and thev 
can do what they like with it. and the 
itemized account amounts to nothing. 

T am not satisfied with this report and 
T do not intend to let it rest here either. 

I claim the Public Buildings Commis- 
‘•oiier should brine in an order to this 
Board for the money expended. T should 
gladlv vote for this order for we are in 
need of sheds, we have needed them in 
flic past. With alt due respect to the 
Committee T think tlicv have not looked 
into the matter carcfullv as they should. 
H thev fol’owed a precedent and the 
prceendent is wrong it ought not to he 
continued. 

The Board then went into executive 
session, ami when the regular session 
was resumed, the report was accepted. 
Aldermni Condrin. alone voting in the 
negative. 

The hoard voted to adiourn to Mon¬ 
day. Tunc ID, and the meeting was over 
at 9.22 P. M. 

Obnoxious Law 

Chapter 269 of the Acts of 1907 which 
went into effect May 3rd has caused 
about as radical a change in methods of 
city work as anything which could be 
imagined. 

The act is an amendment of the law 
of 1906, and entitled—An act relative to 
the hours of labor of Workmen, Me¬ 
chanics and Engineers— and provides 
that no laborer, workmen or mechanic 
employed by the state, county or cities 
or towns which have accepted the eight 
hour law, shall be required or requested 
to work more than 8 hours iu any one 
calendar day, or more than 48 hours in 
any one week, except in cases of ex¬ 
traordinary emergency. Only a case of 
danger to property, to life, to public 
safety or public health shall be consider¬ 
ed cases of extraordinary emergency 
within (lie meaning of this section 
Threat of loss of employment, or threat 
to obstruct or prevent the obtaining of 
employment, or threat to refrain from 
employing in the future shall be consid¬ 
ered requiring within the meaning of 
this section. A penalty of $50 fine for 
every violation of this act by any city 
official employing labor is imposed. 

Heretofore, city teamsters have work¬ 
ed eight hours oil the work on hand, to¬ 
gether with the ordinary laborers, and 
have been paid additional wages for the 
time taken to care for their horses and 
to get to and from the stable to the place 
of work. The new law prevents this ad¬ 
ditional labor, so that men have to be 
employed to care for the horses at the 
stable and have them ready to leave at 
7 A. M. and to care for them on arrival 
at the stables at 4 P. M. In the mean¬ 
time the ordinary laborers, if their work 
requires teams, are killing time on the 
job waiting the arrival of the teams in 
the morning and lose additional time at 
night when the teams leave early enough 
before 4 P. M, to reach the stable at that 
hour. In addition to the loss of effective 
work thru this cause, the engineers on 
the steam rollers, who used to come 
early enough to get up steam by 7 
o’clock, cannot take this additional lime, 
and the efficiency of rhe roller is im¬ 
paired to that extent. Cleaning of the 
roller machinery must also be done with¬ 
in the 8 hours of labor, valuable time 
indeed, when many ordinary laborers are 
working on the same job. The street 
watering is also handicapped by this ab¬ 
surd law. With a weeks labor limited to 
48 hours, additional men must be em¬ 
ployed for the Sunday watering, and the 
loss of effectiveness in taking the time 
in reaching the route from the stable out 
of the 8 hours is also considerable. The 
Chestnut hill district, tor instance re¬ 
quires two teamsters, tile horses and 
cart staying on the work, while one man 
relieves the other after a partial day’s 
work. 

The most glaring instance however is 
that of the engineer in charge of the 
pumping station of the water depart¬ 
ment. ll_ is absolutely necessary to pump 
water Sundays, and often, many addi¬ 
tional hours on week day* above the 
eight hour limit. Another statute also re¬ 
quires a special class of licensed labor 
for this kind of work. The difficulty 
lierc in obtaining a few hours services 
and responsibility for the care of a plant 
involving thousands of dollars of value 
can well be appreciated. 

The same tiling is true of the care of 
the heating and lighting plant for City 
Hall at West Newton. Two men have 
heretofore eared for this plant. The new 
law will require three men during the 
week and an extra man for Sundays. 

Our representatives at the General 
Court say that this hill was put thru the 
House without being printed and with 
the explanation that it was simply per¬ 
fecting in its scope. The act will cause 
an additional expense of many thous¬ 
ands of dollars to the various institu¬ 
tions of the Commonwealth and if New¬ 
ton’s experience so far is any criterion, 
will be a consider able burden to the lax 
payers of many municipalities.

MURDERED 

Ait Italian subsequently identified as 
Luigi Marro, of 3 Gardner Court, Bos¬ 
ton. aged about 30 years was found mur¬ 
dered Saturday in the woods 100 yards 
from Beacon street, Newton Centre, 
with two bullet holes in his cltcst, an¬ 
other in his right arm and three wounds 
on the back of his skull. In the opinion 
of a doctor the body had laid ill the 
woods of Charles F. Ward, a farmer, 
100 feet from the beaten part, fully 24 
hours. A thorn search of the vicinity 
showed that the body had been carried 
into the woods after the Italian had been 
attacked. Blond spots were found by 
Sergt. Thomas C. Clay on stones 20 
yards nearer the street. Covered by 
leaves a few rods back of the body a 
quart bottle of Italian wine was un¬ 
earthed. 

The body was taken to the undertak¬ 
ing rooms of Eugene W. Pratt, where 
it was viewed b yassistant Medical Ex¬ 
aminer Hinchie ami later by Medical 
Examiner West. A bullet from a 38- 
caliber revolver had entered the body 
near the heart and another had pierced 
the right arm and gone into the chest 
near the right naval. There were three 
wounds of a blunt instrument on the 
base of the skull.. 

Marro was married and leaves a 
widow and 18 months old baby. It is 
rumored that the murder was caused by 
jealousy on the part of a former lover 
of Mrs. Marro.

Alderman Condrin will soon learn that 
the business of our city government is 
conducted in accordance with the pro-* 
visions of the city charter. 

Mr. Condrin believes that the city j 
shells were not properly authorized be- 1 
cause they were not specifically mention¬ 
ed in the estimates of 1907 expenses last 
fall, nor authorized by special order the 
present year. The facts are admitted, 
but these’ two methods are not the only- 
legal way in which city work can he ac¬ 
complished. While it is true that the es¬ 
timates of the heads of departments and 
of the mayor must be submitted in de¬ 
tail. the charter does not require the 
board of aldermen to pass its annual ap¬ 
propriation in detail. As a matter of 
fjict the board passes this order in lump 
sums, depending upon the power of 
grant to regulate the monthly expendi¬ 
ture. Here again, the board sees fit to 
•make its grant in like manner, altho it 
has the power at any time to require as 
much detail as it pleases. 

Recause the -board does not exercise 
this privilege and orefers to give the 
mayor and heads of departments ample 
ccoo* in the cxnenditure of the appro¬ 
priations for each department, is no rea¬ 
son for publicly criticizing them for ex¬ 
pending the monev for admittedly public 
and necessary pur-Mjses. 

The cases cited by the alderman do not 
•affect the question in anv wav. The ap¬ 
propriation for the automobile of the 
Health department was outside the an¬ 
imal appropriations and was made an 
additional charge on the tax lew. The 
aldermen also have the rieht at anv time 
1 o direct certain work to be done bv the 
citv officials and to state from what ap¬ 
propriation it shall be paid. 

Tt is most unfortunate that Alderman 
Condrin has seen fit to pnhliclv impugn 
the action of the citv officials, without 
th^t Full knowledge of at! the facts tmon 
which such action should have been 
founded Accusations of this sort, even 
if comnletelv denied Inter, leave impres¬ 
sions on some neonle that *“* matters 
are not properlv conducted—imnressions 
which may cause considerable harm in 
the future. 

The working of the new eight hour 
labor law in this city as outlined in an¬ 
other column may well cause thoughtful 
persons considerable concern. It virtual¬ 
ly means seven hours of actual labor for 
all outside work. We do not believe the 
citizens of Newton would have accepted 
the eight hour law if its present effect 
could have been forsecn, and even the 
laborers themselves, particularly those 
whose extra work brought them in an¬ 
other dollar a week are not in love with 
the present situation. 

Words are not stron enough to con¬ 
demn the action of the General Court in 
passing such radical legislation, without 
knowing its provisions and effect. The 
law will cost the state and municipalities 
many hundreds of thousands of dotlars. 

We.are glad to note that Judge Ken¬ 
nedy is increasing the amount of fine 
imposed upon reckless automobilists who 
are brought before him. The whole com¬ 
munity' will endorse the efforts being 
made to keep our highways safe for pub- 
lice travel. 

Council Meeting of the General 
Federation 

Alternating with the regular biennial 
convention of the General Federation of 
Women's Clubs comes the meeting of 
the Council, which includes the Execu¬ 
tive Board and the Presidents of the 
clubs comprising the Federation. To this 
meeting all other club women are wel¬ 
come, though they have no vote. The 
council will meet this year at James¬ 
town. Va , June 4. 5 and 6, at the Con¬ 
vention Hall. Inside Inti, opening on 
Tuesday evening with an informal meet¬ 
ing. The subject for discussion will he, 
"Biennial Aftermath." Three sessions 
will be held on both Wednesday and 
Thursday, closing on Thursday evening 
with a reception tendered by the Nor¬ 
folk Woman's Club to the Official Board 
of the General Federation and to visit¬ 
ing Club Women.

Miss Alice Wright has resumed her 
position in the Treasurer’s office after a 
three months leave of absence. 

The board of aldermen adjourned over 
its regular meeting of next Monday in 
order to attend the wedding of Mayor 
Warren’s, daughter which takes place 
that evening.

Circus at the Centre 

The fame of the County Circus last 
week has extended to St. Paul, Minn., 
and the Dispatch of that city pens the 
following editorial, which is of consid¬ 
erable interest to residents of Newton. 

There is to be a circus in Newton j 
Centre I 

Perhaps, to those living west of the j 
moon, this announcement may bring no 
shock, but it is really a much more as¬ 
tounding statement than though it should 
become known that at Newport there 
were persons on the eligible list who 
had an income derived from something 
less than millidns, and a domestic condi¬ 
tion with only one knot in it. 

For Newton Centre is to Boston what 
Boston is to the rest of the world. At 
least, so those who live and move and 
have their sublimated being in Newton 
Centre believe. It is a hub within a hub 
—and the circus is like to cause a hub¬ 
bub which will bubble over. 

And the circus at Newton Centre is 
no fortuitous concurrence of monkeys 
and giraffes, no traveled aggregation of 
calliopes and spangles and tarletan. It 
is a deliberate effort on the part of 
N'ewjon Centre itself to escape from 
Newton Centre, to let in the world, to 
afford to the young of the Centre, who 
are evidently as thoroughly "young bar¬ 
barians at play” as were ever the Oxon¬ 
ians of Arnold’s time, some of the joys 
of the Gentiles. 

For it is even the mothers of Newton 
Centre, or. to speak more by the circus 
posters that cover the billboards of N. 
C.—if there are such unacsthctic horrors 
within so few miles of Boston—it is the 
Mothers’ Rest association which is the 
Forepaugh and Barnum & Bailee and 
Sells and Rimrliug for Newton Centre. 
“The Mothers’ Rest Association!” 

In the volume of many books it could 
not he written the exact significance of 
this thing. To take rest in a circus day. 
to provide for the restlessness of the in¬ 
tellects of Newton Centre, this refuge 
from too much Kant, Hegel, Fichte, 
Cchilling, Von Hartmann. Schopenhauer, 
Spinoza—surely the sons of these resting 
mothers will rise up and call them bles¬ 
sed. when they feed the elephants with 
peanuts, when they marvel at the gi-1 
raffe’s height, when they drink pink lem¬ 
onade, when they hear the clown crack 
his age-honored jokes, when the beauti¬ 
ful lady in purple small-skirts glides 
through the rings from the back of her 
cream-colored steed, when the calliope 
i calls, yea, when the calliope calls! Then 
will the motherhood of Newton Centre 
be called blessed, for she looketh to the 
, ways of her household, and for rest 
provide circuses! 

Property is booming in Newton Cen¬ 
tre these days, for a man does not even 
have to borrow his own son in order to 
manifest unshamed interest in the cir¬ 
cus. He can run with the procession 
and not be weary; he can laugh at the 
clown and no one will faint. 

Circus De Luxe 

The Country Circus presented by the 
Mothers’ Rest Association at the Cedar 
Street Grounds, Newton Centre, on May 
25th, was a pronounced and deserved 
success—pronounced, because the at¬ 
tendance and enthusiasm far exceeded 
expectations; deserved, because in ex¬ 
traordinary observance of detail, excel¬ 
lent management and prodigality of at¬ 
tractions this affair may be fairly ranked 
among the most elaborate and enjoyable 
out-of-door entertainments ever given 
in this city. 

It is not surprising that the ladies of 
the various committeess in charge arc 
being overwhelmed with congratulations 
for the success that rewarded their un¬ 
selfish cooperation, their tireless and de¬ 
voted efforts. 

Early in the week the community was 
vastly amused and popular interest 
aroused by a crowd of irrepressible 
youngsters in clowns’ costume distrib¬ 
uting the interesting fifty-two page pro¬ 
gram setting forth the various attrac¬ 
tions with most tempting suggest!veness. 
This ingenious idea was largely respon¬ 
sible for the advance sale of over one 
thousand admission tickets before the 
gates were opened. 

The scene upon entertaining the 
grounds in the morning's bright sunshine 
was one of bewildering attractiveness. 
Tastefully arranged around the sides of 
a quadrangle one hundred yards in 
length stood many gaily decorated 
booths each attended by young people 
attired in many cases in picturesque 
costumes and all in the merriest humor.

Band in the elaborately draped Band 
stand furnished music of a vastly su¬ 
perior quality to the circus variety.

A seedy 
looking tramp, occasionally on, (but 
generally trying to get on) a bicycle con¬ 
vulsed the crowds, while Rubes, clowns 
and other hybrid monstrosities kept the 
entire establishment in an uproar. The 
climax of absurdities was reached when 
the animals emerged from the arena in 
the Grand Parade. Three ferocious 
lions, L. W. Houston, R. M. Norton and 
H. I. Adams with their grotesquely cos¬ 
tumed tamer, E. B. Davis, growled and 
snarled in «a wire cage. Three ponder¬ 
ous elephants. W. Robertson, II. Aron¬ 
son and W. Breed with their keeper, A. 
Taylor, followed in mock majesty. E. 
Noyes in his Teddy bear skin kept his 
trainer, P. W. Hodges, busy, while Stan¬ 
ley Merrill as Si with his uurulv Mule 
Maud (Gordon Adams) was driven 
rather than a driver. Alvord Nichols 
and Corey Moore occupied twin sections 
of an equine marvel “Haney Nanks” and 
got on most harmoniously until the cir¬ 
cus performance when they disagreed 
and parted company, galloping off in 
separate pieces. 

Raymond Pike occupied the Monkey 
skin and as the program promised gave 
a "rare display of acrobatic agility exe¬ 
cuted with amazing clerity and deadly 
certainity." 

Albert Vinal made a lively dog and 
the ring attendants were Albert Speare, 
Alfred Geis and John Dudley. 

The clowns Crack-a-iack, C. C. Butts; 
Funny Rustic, S. Merrill; The Hot One, 
"Weary Willie"; Motley Fool, “Gee 
Gee"; and the Heavenly Twins, R. L. 
Forbush and C. L. Foote got in every¬ 
body’s way including their own and vast¬ 
ly contributed to the general merriment. 

If any visitor went away hungry or 
thirsty it was his own fault for a lem¬ 
onade booth, a Japanese Tea room with 
Geisha girls, an ice cream tent and cake, 
candy and pop-corn booths were close 
at hand while at the lunch counter near 
the band stand sandwiches, doughnuts, 
cheese and coffee could be procured dur¬ 
ing the day and exening.

I In the Esquiiucnux tent near by little 
l strangers exhibited a fitting costume for 
May in this cheerful latitude. The cane 
board did a rushing business until the 
supply of canes proved unequal to the 
demand. One of the most attractive ex¬ 
hibits on the grounds was the exquisitely 
decorated palmists' tent from whose 
weirdly lighted interior emanated most 
startling predictions to the comparatively 
fclv who succeeded in being reached on 
the long waiting list. Further along a 
tastefully decorated (tooth presented a 
substitute for the old fashioned grab 
hag, in the shape of attractive flowers to 
the stems of which were attached most 
desirable purchases. The attendants at 
the Peanut stand after disposing of over 
twenty bushels of their seductive edibles 
rested from their labors. Across the 
field from the Palmists’ tent was pitched 
the Fortune tellers' tent where astonish¬ 
ing secrets were extracted from ordin¬ 
ary ptaying cards. Near at hand waS the 
cigar booth where Alderman Bowen sold 
fifty cent cigars to such as had the price 
and lacked the moral courage to resist. 

Sections of the football scats were 
canvassed off into mimic theatres and 
hundred of little folks shouted witli de¬ 
light at the family troubles of Punch 
and Judy, while in another enclosure a 
really wonderful magician, Hindu Sam. 
was i^iy striving successive audiences with 
his diet of flames, that subsequently de¬ 
veloped into a stock of dry goods. 

The grand stand was packed for the 
greater part of the afternoon with per¬ 
haps the most wildly hilarious crowd 
on the grounds for here "Judges” Burton 
P. Gray and Albert Wing held a tem¬ 
porary Police Court. Scrgcaut F. S. V. 
Sias with Hibernian make-up 'of the 
most pronounced type and with a brogue 
to correspond, assisted by Patrolmen T. 

B. Plyitipton, C. G. Plimpton and H. 
Plympion (the "Mulligan Guards") ar¬ 
rested about everyone in sight, and forci¬ 
bly or otherwise conducted him to the 
Court there to be confronted with one 
charge or another the like of which the 
whole history of criminal jurisprudence 
is powerless to duplicate. The only de¬ 
fendant who is known to have escaped 

: conviction was one charged with smok¬ 
ing within the circus enclosure. His de¬ 
fence was that he was smoking one of 
the cigars sold on the grounds, and the 
decision was that in this event he had 
been sufficiently punished and he was 
accordingly released from custody. 

A well known electrician was fined 
for over-charging; in his case it was a 
battery, 'but that did not bother the 
Court. A Newton Centre alderman was 
convicted of bribing voters and a mem¬ 
ber of the Governor’s council went down 
under a charge of grafting. Flirting was 
summarily dealt with and a well known 
military officer was mulcted for walking 
on the grass with new shoes, probably 
the first conviction on record for this of¬ 
fence. 

Occasionally some poor wight would 
attempt to have fun with the Court 
whereupon his fine would be doubled and 
the crowd would howl with delight. 

Three circus performances were given 
in the arena where seats were provided 
or one thousand spectators, and a fourth 
performance was called for during the 
afternoon but could not be arranged. 
The second act of the circus performance 
consisted of difficult acrobatic features 
by the Crimson Champions, S. E. Good¬ 
win, G. F. Evans, W. Bennett, W. A. 
Boughton, and Walter Forbush and this 
interesting quintet of Harvard athletes 
greatly entertained the audience. In 
the afternoon and evening after the 
arena had been cleared of the crowds at¬ 
tending the circus performance, the seats 
were immediately filled to their utmost 
capacity for the vaudeville show. The 
most fascinating feature of this per¬ 
formance was a Country Dance given 
by Misses Marguerite Mason, Maragret 
Ixivell, Hope Parks, Elizabeth Stiles, 
Alice Smith, Winifred Rand and Connie 
Richardson, with Miss Lillian Harring¬ 
ton as the village belle, contributing a 
most graceful and attractive sola dunce. 
Another feature of the show was the 
comedy troubadours, Mr. Bullock, Mr. 
Shannon, Mr. Vinal, Mr. Cook, Mr. 
Blood. Mr. Merrill, Mr. Farwell, Mr. 
Buckley, Mr. Miner, Mr. White, Mr. 
Mitchell and Mr. Sias in grotesque cos¬ 
tumes, who could do many amusing 
things as well as sing, the solo by Mr. 
Sias being especially well received. Two

!n the evening the circus grounds were 
resplendent with illuminations. Stars 
and other elaborate patterns in electric 
lights glimmered everywhere, and fes¬ 
toons of Japanese lanterns gave mellow 
tones to the hunting and decorations.

Memorial Day 

A pathetic note was touched in the 
Memorial day exercises yesterday of 
Charles Ward Post, G. A. R., by the 
sudden death of its Past Commander 
George L. Keyes. Mr. Keyes had been 
driven to the Newton Cemetery to join 
his comrades in the exercises around 
the Soldier's Monument and on reaching 
i his home on Walnilt place. Ncwtonviile, 
was stricken with heart trouble and died 
immediately. 

In the morning details from the Post 
decorated the graves of formrr comrades 
in the various cemeteries of the city and 
at Mt Auburn and Bedford. 'Die usual 
service was held by the Post itself at St. 
Mary’s cemetery. Newton Lower Falls, 
assisted by Rev. E. H. Thresher of the 
M, E. church, The impressive services 
of honoring those who died at sea fol¬ 
lowed. The Post was drawn up in line 
on the hanks of the Charles River in the 
nark reservation at Lower Falls and the 
flowers were cast into the stream by de¬ 
tails.

The Post then proceeded to Newton

The afternoon parade formed on the 
grounds of the Hyde School at 1.4S and 
moved thru Lincoln street being review¬ 
ed hv Mayor Warren ami the city gov¬ 
ernment at Hartford street, thence thru 
Walnut street to the Newton Cemetery.

At the Cemetery unusually large 
crowds were gathered to witness the 
ceremonies. These were opened by Past 
Commander W, \V. Montgomery and 
prayer was offered by Chaplain Putnam. 
General orders for observance of the 
day were read by Past Commander W. 
A. Wethcrbce. Reports were then re¬ 
ceived from post details after which 
Past Commander Henry Haynie read 
Lincoln’s Gettysburg address. Flowers 
were placed on the monument by the city 
government, the daughters of veterans 
and the members of the post. The 
beautiful salute to the dead, followed 
by taps on the bugle with an echo from 
a distant part of the cemetery, 'closed 
the exercises. 

The procession was then reformed and 
marched thru Walnut street, being re¬ 
ceived by the Chief Marshal and staff at 
Cabot street to the post hall in the Ma¬ 
sonic building. 

An hour of sociability preceded the 
formal dinner which was served at five 
o'clock in Temple hall. Fully 250 sat 
down to the bountifully spread tables, 
after grace had 'been said by the chap¬ 
lain. Seated at the head table were 
Commander Montgomery, Chief Mar¬ 
shal Sanborn, Chief of Staff Edes, 
Mayor Warren, Hon. Seward W. Jones 
of the Governor’s Council, Representa¬ 
tive E. B. Bishop, Hon. G. D. Gilman, 
Rev. A. L. Hudson, Dr. F. E. Spauld¬ 
ing, ex-aldcrman G. H. Mellen^ and 
Comrades R. E. Ashenden and Erastus 
Moulton. 

The crowd was splendidly served by 
the young ladies from Tent 2, Daughters 
of Veterans. 

After cigars had been lighted a pot- 
purri of national airs by the band broke 
die ice for the more formal part of the 
banquet. 

Commander Montgomery made an ex¬ 
cellent presiding officer, first introduc¬ 
ing Mayor Warren. 

The mayor briefly extended the greet¬ 
ings of the city and then presented ex- 
alderman Mcllcu as a substitute. 

Mr. Mcllcu said in part. No single 
fact of human history stands alone—ev¬ 
ery event is associated with every other 
event. The world advances because 
everything which has gone before pushes 
it forward. We do not always recognize 
the strides the world is making in its 
onward march, just as vou cannot mark 
the advance of the incoming tide in five 
minutes. Slavery, he declared, which 
was abolished by the Civil war was po¬ 
tentially abolished many years before in 
the hirth and education of the men of 
the North. Continuing he said. George 
Washington was the Moses of this coun¬ 
try appointed to lead it thru the Red Sea 
of revolution. Abraham Lincoln, was 
its Messiah in a new birth of freedom, 
and today we have in the White House 
a worthy successor to both Washington 
anil Lincoln. (Applause). Theodore 
Roosevelt, lie declared, will not be best 
known to history because he caused the 
Panama canal to be dug, nor because he 
was the pacificator between Russia and 
Inpan, nor because he curbed the trusts, 
but because he gave everyone a "square 
deal.” It is for every citizen to follow 
his lead and prove themselves worthy 
of his high ideals. 

Lieut. Col. Sanborn spoke of the debt 
the younger men owe the Grand Army, 
who so gloriously achieved the salvation 
of this nation. He said it was a great 
privilege to take part in the exercises of 
such an occasion. 

Rev. Mr. Hudson said it was an im¬ 
pressive sight to witness 96 veterans 
marching thru onr city streets, lie be¬ 
lieved the central thought of the day was 
education in patriotism. Wc need to 
learn what patriotism means. We lag 
behind in this country in religion and 
patriotism. The world has outgrown a 
religion of fear and a patriotism of the 
battlefield alone. We have buried pre¬ 
judice and animosity and our former 
enemies are now our brothers. This is 
not a weak, sickly sentiment, it is be¬ 
cause your victories in 1865 meant the 
uniting of the whole country that now 
makes us brothers, Wc have a generous 
patriotic friendship for the men of the 
South and all join to swell one grand 
chorus of universal liberty and common 
brotherhood. 

Patriotism does not cease when the uni¬ 
forms are laid aside and the drum is 
silent. The greatest victory you men 
have won has been during the past 40 
years as you have quietly done your duty 
In times of peace. Mr. Hudson cited 
Mrs Julia Ward Howe as a patriot, 
thru her noble womanhood and declared 
that every man, woman and child, doing 
the single duties of everyday life were 
patriots. A reference made to the ab¬ 
sence of the high school bovB was greet¬ 
ed with intense applause by the audi¬ 
ence. 

Councillor Jones said he was proud 
to be an associate member of the Post 
and of a camp of Sons of Veterans, and 
expressed the wish that Memorial Day 
might always be observed with Interest 
and enthusiasm.

Veteran Dies on Memorial Day 

George L. Keyes, aged 66 years, a 
prominent resident of Newtonville and 
a veteran of the civil war, dropped dead, 
yesterday afternoon, upon his return 
from a visit to the soldiers’ monument 
in the Newton cemetery. 

At that time it appeared that the ex¬ 
ertion had been a great strain upon him. 
He complained of feeling ill and was 
taken at once to his home, 38 Walnut 
place. A few minutes after entering his 
house he dropped dead. Heart disease 
was assigned as the cause. 

George L- Keyes was born in Boston 
August 28. 1840. He enlisted in Co. B, 
44th Massachusetts re*»t. in which he 
served nine months obtaining the rank 
of Sergeant. In 1868 lie was married 
to Miss Frances A. Woodman of Low¬ 
ell. who with two sons, Frederick H. and 
Walter P. Keyes, survive. 

For many years Mr. Keyes held posi¬ 
tions of trust in the Old Colony rail¬ 
road company and later in the NY, NH 
& H RR, in the freight departments. At 
one time he was manager of the Nan- 
tasket beach company. He was well 
known among old-time railroad men. He 
retired from active duties in 1903. 

Other than being a well known mem¬ 
ber of Charles Ward post 62 of this 
citv he belonged to no organizations. In 
1903 be served as commander of the 
post. Tie was a regular attendant at the 
Church of the New Jerusalem. Newton¬ 
ville, where the funeral will take place 
Sunday at 3 p. ni. 


Mr. Charles H. Wardwell 

Mr. Charles H. Wardwell a promi¬ 
nent resident of Waban died at his home 
on Plainfield street in that village last 
Wednesday. 

Mr. Wardwell was born in Gorham, 
N. II.. Feb. 28. 1862. the son of Dr. 
Henry F. and Almira (Head) Ward- 
well. He obtained his education in the 

S ublic schools of Gorham and Berlin, 
I. H., Bridgeton, Me., Academy, and 
graduated from Bowdoin College in 1 
1885. I 

He was assistant master in the Bath, 
Me., High School until 1889, master of 
the Bridgeton High School until 1892, 
and in l£>3 entered the law oftice of 
Hon. R. N. Chamberlin of Berlin, N. H. 
lie later entered the law school of Bos¬ 
ton University, from which he graduat¬ 
ed in 1895, and was admitted to the Suf¬ 
folk bar in the same year. He then be¬ 
came connected with the law office of 
Major Henry Winn, but in 1896 entered 
the office of J. Otis Wardwell. 

Mr. Wardwell was elected a member 
of the Newton board of aldermen in 
1900 and 1901. and was a member of the 
Theta Delta Chi Society and the Blue 
j Lodge of Masons. 

lie married Miss I,. Belle Morgan, 
who with three children, Katherine M., 
Sv4»il H. and Charles II., Jr., survive 
him. 

Funeral services will he held this af¬ 
ternoon at two o'clock from his late res¬ 
idence. 


A YkAR WitI iour a Scmmer — A 
newspaper clipping, brown with age, yet 
intact and readable, telling of “A Year 
Without a Summer," is in the posses¬ 
sion of Maj. William H. Talcott, who re¬ 
cently rescued it from the wall of his 
bookbindery, says the Hartford Times. 
It was cut from The Times thirty or 
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forty years ago, pasted on the wall and 
had held its place in all these years. The 
dipping follows: “A Year Without a 
Summer," In the year 1816 there was a 
sharp frost every month of the year in 
the Northern States. It was known as 
the year without a Summer. The farm¬ 
ers used to refer to it as eighteen hun¬ 
dred and starve to death. In May ice 
formed half an inch thick in Hartford, 
buds and flowers were frozen and corn 
was kitled in the adjacent towns. Frost, 
ice and snow were common in June 
throughout Connecticut, and the snow 
fell five inches deep in New York and 
in Massachusetts 10 inches deep on June 
9. July was accompanied with frost and 
ice. On the 5th ice formed to the thick¬ 
ness of a window glass in Canton, Conn., 
and throughout New England and 
Pennsylvania corn was nearly all de¬ 
stroyed in many sections. In August 
ice formed half an inch thick in Litch¬ 
field A cold northern wind prevailed 
nearly all Summer, with heavy rain falls. 
Corn was frozen so that a greater part 
was cut down and dried in fodder, 
Farmers were obliged to pay $4 or $5 a 
bushel for com of 1815 for seed for the 
next spring's planting.

“HOLD THE FORT” 

Nawion Man Signalled Thi* Famous Message 

Much has been said and written about 
the famous dispatch sent by General W. 
T. Sherman to General Corse at the 
battle of Allatoona Pass, Ga., October 
4-6, 1K64. 

Whatever has been published has 
never included the name and deeds of 
tlie man who. us a member of the signal 
corps attached to the headquarters of 
General Sherman, personally sent the <li* 
patch. 

The substance of this story was taken 
from the lip- of James A. Graham, the 
man referred to. who vouches for the 
truth of the -.tau-ment and is confirmed 
in his claim by hi- Grand Army com¬ 
rades Mr. Graham i- a member of tin 
Charles Ward Post, 62, Grand Army of 
the Republic, Newton, Ma—. 

Mr, Graham enlisted in the Sixteenth 
Massachusetts Regiment, July 2, 1X61. 
lie was but sixteen years and five 
months old. one of the many ‘bov sol¬ 
dier*” who helped to make tip the Union 
army. Me was transferred to the signal 
corps, on detached service, in December 
IKfil 

Hi* first experience in battle was in 
the action between the “Congress” and 
“C’ninbi-rland” and the Confederate iron¬ 
clad “Merrititac” at Newport New*. Va. 
on March B, 1B62. lie helped rescue the 
crew of the "Congress" while the “Mer- 
rimae" was firing hot shot at her in or¬ 
der to set lu-r on fire. He witnessed the 
fight between the “Monitor" and “Mcr- 
rima*.” 

The following Mav. Norfolk wa« 
evacuated by rhe Confederates, and in 


order to escape capture the “Mcrrimac” 
was blown up. It so happened that 1’resi¬ 
dent Lincoln was visiting Fortress Mon- 
roc at lime. About five o’clock on that 
May morning he came to the signal sta¬ 
tion where Graham was on duty ami 
asked what was the news. Mr. Graham 
relates that lie told him. that a few hours 
earlier that morning he had seen a flash 
and beard a loud report from the direc¬ 
tion of Norfolk, and he said, "Mr. Presi¬ 
dent, 1 think that means that the ’Mcrri- 
mac’ is blown up.” 

Mr. Lincoln asked him to hasten to the 
wharf ami sec if lie could get confirma¬ 
tion of his supposition. Thus Graham 
came to lie the first to announce the de¬ 
struction of the “Mcrrimac” to President 
Lincoln, 

It was most interesting to hear Mr. 
Graham speak of the President as seen 
on that May morning and at another 
time. He described his appearance and 
address. He always spoke to the sol¬ 
diers in a very kind and polite way, as, 
"Well, gentlemen, what is the news this 
morning?” And he asked many ques¬ 
tions concerning the fleet in the harbor, 
questions Graham could answer, for he 
was in touch, not only with Fortress 
Monroe, but with Newport News, 
through the signal service corps to which 
he had been detailed. 

In the autumn of 1862, Graham was 
assigned to the Army of the Cumber¬ 
land. and he figured in all the engage- 
of that division. In connection with this 
assignment comes the story of his parti¬ 
cipation in the famous dispatch, “Hold 
the fort!” 

General Corse was guarding at Alla¬ 
toona Pass the million rations stored 
there for Sherman's army, to be used 
in his contemplated “march to the sea." 
The Confederates attacked Corse with 
great cnerxrv and a fierce fight followed. 

When the issue of the battle seemed 
somewhat uncertain. General Sherman 
saw that something must be done to en¬ 
courage Corse to hold on until help 
should arrive. He came to the signal 
station, where Graham was in charge, 
and asked him for pencil and paper. This 
Graham produced, handing the General 
his own pencil. 

Then General Sherman wrote the fa¬ 
mous dispatch, giving it to young Gra¬ 
ham to transmit to the Pass. He im¬ 
mediately wigwagged it from head¬ 
quarters at Ruff's Mills to another sig¬ 
nal station on Kenesnw Mountain, and 
?o it was sent on to the Pass. The dis¬ 
patch read. “Hold the fort; I am send¬ 
ing. reinforcements.” 

Back came the answer from Corse 
(Graham receiving it) assuring Sher¬ 
man that he would withstand all at¬ 
tacks until help arrived. The victory 
was won. The enemy was repulsed, af¬ 
ter seventeen hundred of the Confeder¬ 
ates had fallen, Sherman’s precious ra¬ 
tions were saved, and the famous march 
to the sea made possible. 

This is the true story of the famous 
dispatch. A soldier on Keticsaw Moun¬ 
tain, on the day and date of its sending 
(A. D. Frankcnbcrry of Point Marion. 
Pa.). confirms ihc above statement in a 
recent letter to Mr. Graham which rhe 
writer of this paper has seen. 

Quite an interesting incident connect¬ 
ed with the sending of this dispatch is 
added by Mr. Graham. Whenever Gen¬ 
eral Sherman wished to write a dispatch 
he seemed to forget that he had a pencil 
in his pocket, but would alwavs borrow 
one, and promptly put it in his pocket. 
He never remembered to return a pencil. 
On this occasion he borrowed Graham's 
pencil, as usual, and after using it con¬ 
veyed it to his own pocket, Being taxed 
iv Graham for pocketing his (and other) 
pencils. General Sherman good-natured¬ 
ly replied. “We all have our faults, and 
that is one of niy bad ones!” 

Mr. Graham was in the Union Army 
four years and four months, receiving 
his discharge September 2, 1865. His 
discharge gives him this character: 
"Prompt and faithful in the discharge 
of all duties assigned him—a good sol¬ 
dier.” He was in fifteen fiercely fought 
battles and tliirty-five engagements, that 
is, running fights, where he thinks, the' 
Confederates did most of the running. 
Although experiencing many hairbreadth 
escapes yet he was never seriously 
wounded—a remarkable record. 

The song of P. P. Bliss, the gospel 
song writer, entitled, “Mold the Fort,” 
greatty aided in extending the fame of 
this dispatch, and stimulated the fidelity 
of the soldiers of the cross. Ibis song 
was very popular in the Moody and 
Sankey meetings in the early seventies, 
and became almost as popular in Eng¬ 
land as in America. 

Mr. .Bliss succeeded in retaining a 
marching rhythm in this song, as also 
the military terminology. This is seen 
in the following stanza: 

"Ho. my comrades, sec the signal, 
Waving in the sky. 

Reinforcements now appearing, 
Victory is nigh! 

‘Hold the fort, for 1 am coming!’ 

Jesus signals still; 

Wave the answer back to heaven, 

‘By thy grace we will.’ ” 

The song was No. I in at least one of 
rhe English editions of the “Gospel 
I lynins," "Sacred Songs and Solos, 1 ” and 
was the appropriate introduction to a 
type of religious song hitherto unknown 
in Great Britain. But of the millions 
who sang it, scarcely one on that side of 
the Atlantic, and very few on this, have 
ever known the story of its origin.
